This file of Monterey town reports has been a pleasant 
collecting hobby for over fifteen years. It has taken that length 
of time to assemble this collection which is to be bcund in eight 
volumes and deposited in the Monterey Public Library. 


The set covers the years 1863 thru 1965 and includes 
the reports of the Southern Berkshire Regional School District 
after that organization was formed. 


For some years it was thought that the 1893 report, 
that had been found among Andrew Hall's papers, was the earliest to 
be published. Then Nina and Della Tryon located a series of 
earlier reports in their collection, the first being the 1888 report. 


| Before concluding that 1888 was the first town report 
to be printed we wrote the Massachusetts State Department and 
learned that a complete file for the years 1863 thru 1887 was in 
existence and in the State Library. All were in printed form 
except 1871 and 1875. The full set was very generously loaned 
by the State Librarian for copying. 


It is now probably correct to assume that there were 
earlier reports than 1863 that were printed. By the time Monterey 
was incorporated, in 187, it was the usual procedure with 
Massachusetts towns to print the town reports. It is the hope 
of the Monterey Historical Society that the search will continue 

and that as earlier reports are found they will be added to this 
collection. 


Many people in town have assisted in this project. 
Special appreciation is owed to Della and Nina Tryon and to 
Mr. and Mrs. Julius D. Miner. The binding, which will be done 
in Portugal, is the gift of Ida Brewer Washburn and Howard D.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Monterey: 


May I submit the annual report of the schools of your commun- 
ity? And, also may I sincerely say that it is a pleasure to work 
with you for the education of the fine youngsters going to your 
schools ? 


You are fortunate in Monterey to have a School Committee as 
co-operative and as helpful as each member is in the work and pro- 
gress of your educational objectives. 

You are also fortunate to have two teachers, working with the 
boys and girls, that do such a fine piece of work in teaching not only 
the learnings from books that children must acquire, but that are 
also so painstaking in those areas of social and attitude development 
in children. 


Your school buildings can be quite considerably improved. This 
fact is well recognized by all of you and, doubtless, has been so rec- 
ognized for some time. To have a real job done in better housing 
for schools, within a community, takes a will to do the job, a lot of 
planning, much working together, and money. Many of you now liv- 
ing in Monterey have attended your schools as pupils, and have ideas, ’ 
from your experiences, as to how the buildings may be improved. 

Your attention is called to the special article in the warrant for 
this year’s town meeting about three possible choices for improve- 
ment of the Center School building. If you raise and appropriate 
the money for any one of those three possible choices of school build- 
ing improvement, it would be wise to choose the one doing the most 
good and for a permanent alteration. May I suggest that, perhaps, 
you will select the last one of the three as being the best choice for 
arrangement and money well spent. These three possibilities are a 
result of a joint meeting of your Selectmen and your School Commit- 
tee and they want you to make the choice of which one to be done. 

The Corashire School should have running-water put into the 
building at the earliest possible moment. 

Any program of school building improvement must either be a 
slow maintenance proposition with just a few things done from the 
budget each year, or else a real program by special appropriation by 
the communities’ people. 

The plans for 1945 call for additional modern text-books and 
school supplies for the use of your children. 

At present, there are twenty-nine pupils enrolled in your 
schools and thirteen attending high school. 

It is my hope that daily attendance can be improved for 1945, 
because a pupil misses much if absent.

HEALTH 

Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse, has submitted her report 
for 1944 as follows: 

A total of sixty-six visits was made to the schools for the pur- 
‘pose of class-room inspections, audiometer test, vision test, and 
weighing and measuring. The annual physical examination was 
completed in October by Dr. Cassel, the school physician. The de- 
fects found were: throat, one; posture, one; flat feet, three; and 
teeth, four. In the audiometer and vision tests, given early in the 
year, two had hearing defects and four had defective vision. 

Home visits have been made as indicated, to discuss with the 
parents the existing defects and other health problems. 

There have been no communicable diseases reported among Mon- 
terey school children during the year. An important factor in the 
unusually good health is the hot-dish prepared at the Corashire 
school by Mrs. Phillips, to supplement the lunches brought by the 
children. This program is financed partly by the returns of the 
Christmas Seal sale and partly by donations of food by the parents. 

The splendid co-operation of the teachers has been a great help 
with school health problems.

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PROGRESS REPORT OF THE 
PROTECTIVE BY-LAWS COMMITTEE 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Monterey: 


This committee was appointed at the town meeting in February, 
1945, for the purpose of studying the character and operation of pro- 
tective by-laws in other communities, considering the desirability of 
similar legislation for Monterey, and making a report to the 1946 
town meeting. 

The committee has been in correspondence with many other New 
England towns and has thus secured copies of various types of pro- 
tective by-laws for study. Several meetings of the committee were 
held during the summer months and conferences were held with the 
town authorities and with Frank H. Wright, town counsel. Arrange- 
ments were made for public discussion of the subject at the annual 
meeting of the Monterey Co-operative League on August 25th. At 
that time the general purpose of a possible protective by-law for 
Monterey was presented. Several persons told of the recognized value 
of such measures in other communities with which they were familiar. 
Others pointed out various ways in which such legislation would be 
of particular value to Monterey. The assemblage, comprising prop- 
erty owners and tax payers, both year-round and summer residents, 
registered enthusiastic approval of the general idea by show of 
hands. The following petition was adopted and signed by 102 per- 
sons: . 


We, the undersigned, do hereby recommend to the voters 
of Monterey that they give favorable consideration to the 
proposal for Protective By-Laws which will be presented at 
a town meeting by the Special Committee which was ap- 
pointed for the purpose in the 1945 town meeting. 


Of those signing the petition, 80 are property owners. 

During the fall months a tentative draft of a protective by-law 
for Monterey was worked out. This was further discussed at a meet- 
ing of the committee on December 18th. In view of the importance 
of the matter, it was decided to make continued study of details be- 
fore writing a final draft, but meanwhile to make a progress report 
to the 1946 town meeting on February 4th, as requested. 

Your committee is convinced that a moderate form of protective 
by-law for Monterey is highly desirable to assure the future attrac- 
tiveness and desirability of the town as a place of residence, and to 
promote the social and economic welfare of its inhabitants. Such a 
by-law for our town can and should be simple, easily made effective, 


and elastic enough to allow the board of selectmen to exercise their 
seasoned judgment in interpreting its provisions. 

Legislation of this kind is designed as a protection against future 
developments which might lessen property values and in various ways 
be injurious to the health, safety, convenience and general good of 
the people residing in the town. It would not curtail any legitimate 
and desirable future enterprises. 

It should be noted that it is a provision of all such by-laws that 
any building existing, or activities being carried on at the time of the 
adoption of such legislation, ARE NOT AFFECTED. Thus no 
changes in buildings or customs now prevailing would be necessary. 

It would, however, prevent new-comers from starting up ques- 
tionable enterprises on our main street which would lessen adjacent 
property values and seriously affect the character of our village. It 
would preserve the charm of Lake Garfield, one of our most valuable 
assets. 

Your committee therefore recommends that when a protective 
by-law for Monterey is suitably formulated and approved by town 
authorities and the attorney-general of the commonwealth, it be en- 
acted into law.

School Committee 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Monterey: 

I submit herewith the annual report covering the administration 
and instruction of the schools of your community for the year 1945. 

Your School Committee has been untiring in its efficient activi- 
ties to increase the educational advantages available to your children. 

Your teachers have worked earnestly and long with the children 
going to your schools and they have a just right to be proud of their 
professional accomplishments. 

Your boys and girls are a fine group of young people, excellent 
school citizens, and their share in the community’s life by taking 
active part whenever possible is a credit to them, to their parents, 
and to all of us. 

May I, for the Committee and myself, express our appreciation 
to the Monterey Selectmen for their fine co-operative assistance. 

Many new modern text-books and supplies have been provided 
the schools this past year. Considerable work has been done to im- 
prove the already excellent courses in the different grades. The 
nature study course covering one hour each week from October 
through June for the pupils in the Center School has already proven 
itself to be very instructive and much enjoyed by the pupils. This 
course is taught by Miss Snyder of the Berkshire Museum and the 
cost of it is paid for by an anonymous giver living in Monterey. May 
I take this opportunity to thank the giver for his or her generosity 
and thoughtfulness. 

It was gratifying to learn, upon giving the Metropolitan Achieve- 
ment Standard Tests to all the boys and girls in your schools last 
April to determine their accomplishment and grade placement, that 
no pupils were misplaced and that nearly all of them were ahead of 
the test medians. This past year we have tried in your schools to 
think and act towards each pupil in guiding and teaching on an in- 
dividual basis just as much as is possible, and thereby help his fields 
of interest, his needs, and his abilities. A definite program of stand- 
ard testing on a yearly basis gives up further guidance to better work 
with your children. 

Considerable has been accomplished in the way of better housing 
for the pupils of your schools. 

HEALTH 

Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse, has submitted her report of 
the health work for 1945 as follows: 

“Forty-eight visits were made to the schools. One hundred and 
eighty-one inspections were made by the nurse and eighteen home 
visits made to discuss health problems with the parents. 


“The children have been weighed, measured, vision tested and 
have had their physical examinaticns. There were seven children 
found to have impaired vision. Slips were sent to the parents in- 
forming them of this. Soon after the New Year, the audiometer 
test will be given. 

“Many dental corrections were made during the summer recess. 
Two children have been examined by an eye specialist, one of these 
receiving glasses. 

“At the Corashire School, a hot dish is being served by Mrs. Phil- 
lips to supplement the lunches brought by the children. 

“Early last year, there were a few cases of chicken-pox. Since 
then the health of the school children has been relatively good, with 
the exception of colds.” 


WAR SAVINGS 
The children in the Monterey schools bought $587.65 in war and 
victory stamps during the war. These stamps will not be sold 
through the schools after this month, but rather the regular school 
savings, which has been in effect since 1923, will be continued in its 
peace-time thrift education program.

The amount of money returned to the town of, Monterey as re- 
imbursement for its educational expenditures for 1945 by the state 
was as follows: School superintendent, $334.27; vocational education, 
$16.64; high school transportation, $1,482.57; toward teachers’ sala- 
ries, $400.00; a total of $2,233.48. We expect about the same return 
for 1946. The money coming back to the town as reimbursement 
goes, by law, into the town’s reserve funds and not into school de- 
partment funds. Therefore, the budget as made up for 1946, namely 
$8,566.00, should be raised and appropriated to support education in 
Monterey for 1946. 

In closing this report may I again express for all of us working 
with your children and for your children, our appreciation for the co- 
operation_reeeived from each and every one of you.

To see what method the town will adopt for the col- 
lection of taxes for the coming year, and fix the compensation for 
same. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1947, and to issue a note or notes therefor for a 
period of not more than one year from the date, and to renew said 
notes, as provided by Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 

I present for your consideration and thought, my annual report 
covering the administration, supervision, and instruction of your 
schools for the year 1946. 

In this section you will find the report of the School Committee 
covering the year. Their report covers a detailed account of the ex- 
penditures made for the education, for the year, of the boys and girls 
of your community as far as their formal schooling is concerned. 

The per pupil cost to the town of Monterey was approximately 
$186.00; which is not high. The real cost (net) to the town if State 
aid and tuitions received are substracted, is extremely low ($141.00.) 

You have been very fortunate to have your well qualified and 
extra conscientious teachers stay with you in these times of much 
higher teachers’ salaries. Over 500,000 teachers in the United 
States have left the classrooms for better paying positions in other 
lines of work since 1941; and considering the fact also that the scar- 
city of well-qualified teachers, today, makes the choosing of a po- 
sition a reality—school departments are raising teachers’ and admin- 
istrators’ salaries very considerable amounts. The “job” of educa- 
tion is at last partly raised to the level of the planes of the profes- 
sions. I should like to take this opportunity to compliment the 
School Committee for its progressive thinking and action with re- 
gards to this problem. 

Your boys and girls, in all grades, have—as is usual—been the 
best of school citizens—interested and industrious in their daily work 
and a credit to all. In my opinion, the balance sheet of education’s 
success is made up of these items, perhaps more than it is of any 
others. I say this because the schools of a community are for the 
development of the youth of that community and people thinking of 
a place of residence are rightly interested in these matters. 

A report of this kind can, of necessity, touch but briefly the ac- 
complishments and activities of the schools for a period of as long 
as one year. Perhaps the following should be especially mentioned 
in review. A considerable number of the latest books. for pupil 
classroom use have been added. The Nature Study Course was again 
this year given by an anonymous giver—benefiting the children in 
the Corashire school, since it was last year given at the Center. This 
course, as you know, is sponsored by the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society and the Berkshire Museum and it is taught by an instructor 
from the Museum. Appreciations are again in order to the giver of 
this course for your children. The trip this fall to the Museum by 
all the youngsters of “Corashire’” was-very much worthwhile. You 
will agree that the 4-H and other projects carried on by the schools 
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and the co-operative efforts of citizens are really worth while factors 
in youth development. 

The community programs and graduation exercises in which 
your children have such.a major part are always well attended and 
everyone agrees that these important activities are exceptionally 
well executed. 

The Achievement Testing program was continued this past year 
—the results again showing excellent pupil application and superior 
teacher instruction. The courtesy and politeness of your children 
in your schools is often an outstanding comment of strangers visit- 
ing your classrooms. | 

Monterey, for a community its size, has a relatively high num- 
ber of young women and young men attending quite a variety of 
educational institutions of higher learning with marked success. One 
must conclude, from this alone, that education is considered by 
many the “tool box of life.” 

SAVINGS 

The thrift education program, of Schools Savings, is being con- . 
tinued with the hope that all pupils participate and thereby benefit 
in habit formation.

HEALTH 

Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse from the Great Barrington 
Visiting Nurse Association, has submitted her report of the health 
work for 1946 as follows: 

“During the year 1946 fifty-two visits were made to the Mon- 
terey schools. One hundred eighty-one inspections were made by the 
nurse and home visits were made as necessary. 

“The annual physical examinations were completed in Novem- 
ber by Dr. Cassel, the school physician, and a talk was given at that 
time by him on posture. 

“The defects found were: Throat 3, ears 3, posture 1, flat feet 
3, malnutrition 1. 

“Two children obtained glasses during the year. 

“Three cases of measles were reported. 

“The children were weighed, measured and given the audio- 
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meter test. The vision test will be given early in 1947. 

“Dr. Brown, one of the Great Barrington dentists, co-operating 
in the Visiting Nurse dental program, gave the children an interest- 
ing talk on dental health and later examined the teeth of all the 
children. Since this was brought to the parents’ attention, twenty 
have had further care. Of these, nine have completed their work. 
Applications have been approved by the V. N. A. board for assist- 
ance in meeting dental bills for five children through the V. N. A. 
Fund.” 

FINANCES 

Your Schoo! Committee and Superintendent of Schools, as you 
know, continue to be confronted with increased costs of material 
things and peoples’ services. 

The 1947 school department budget which follows is the amount 
of money requested by the School Committee to be raised and ap- 
propriated for your school program for 1947.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 


I herewith present my annual report of the School Department of Monterey 
covering the administration, supervision, and instruction of your schools for the 
year 1947. 


You will find the report of the School] Committee on other pages in this sec- 
tion. The Committee’s report is a detailed account of the expenditures made, for 
the year, to benefit the boys and girls of your community. 


\ 


Your attention is called especially to the reimbursements, as listed under 
FINANCES in this, my report, received by the Town Treasurer for education 
expenditures. These reimbursements make the net cost of education considerably 
less than the 1947 budget. 


It is proper and fitting to, once more, compliment the teachers working with 
your boys and girls for the conscientious teaching which they have done and for 
the professional approach which they have toward their positions. I am stating 
once more that Monterey is extremely fortunate to have its young people under 
the daily guidance in their formal schooling of teachers as well qualified in training 
and experience as are the teachers of Monterey. I am also happy to compliment 
the School Committee in its progressive thinking and action regarding all the 
problems confronting people responsible for determining the policies of a school 
department in these times. May I quote one sentence from my last year’s report, 
“The schools of a community are for the development of the youth of that com- 
munity and people thinking of a place of residence are rightly interested in these 
matters.” 

My report, of necessity, covering a year’s work can touch but briefly the 
accomplishments and activities of the schools. We have continued to add the 
latest, most modern books, workbooks, visual aids and other instructional mater- 
ials to the equipment of instruction. Once more we were fortunate to have a nature 
study course available, benefiting the children. This course was given by an 
anonymous giver, and appreciations are expressed to the giver. Some of the chil- 
dren attending your schools made the very much worthwhile trip to the Berkshire 
Museum and to the Freedom Train. Special mention should be made of the work 
done by boys and girls in the 4-H and other projects carried on by the schools 
aided by the co-operative efforts of citizens. All of the community, school, and 
Graduation exercises, in which the youth of Monterey have had such a major part, 
are a very great credit to them, to their parents and to the teachers. 

In the Standard Achievement Tests given last spring, the results showed, as 
they always do in Monterey, excellent pupil application and superior teacher in- 
struction. The qualities of being complete ladies and gentlemen are outstanding 
with your boys and girls. 

The many young people of Monterey who are going to institutions of higher 
learning beyond high school, by their records, demonstrate that they are a very 
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great credit to the community. It is a source of complete satisfaction for those of 
us working with and for the youth of your community to have the entire support, 
as demonstrated by these young people, of all of you. 


SAVINGS 
May I, in this report, urge parents and school children to continue the thrift 
education program of School Savings and thereby have the children acquire the 
habit of, and the benefits to be derived from, careful distribution of money.

HEALTH 


Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse from the Great Barrington Visiting Nurse 
Association, has submitted her report of the health work for 1947 as follows: 

“A total of eighty-nine visits were made to the schools. The annual physical 
and dental examinations, hearing and vision tests have been completed, class room 
inspection and home visits made as indicated. 

“The defects found were: enlarged tonsils, 4; flat feet, 4; acne, 1; posture, 1; 
impaired vision, 12. 

“The corrections made to date are: tonsillectomies, 3; glasses obtained or 
lenses changed, 3; and very good progress has been made in dental corrections. 

‘Last spring we had a Diphtheria immunization clinic. Three pre-school and 
eleven school children completed the three inoculations; thirty school children 
and six pre-school children had the ‘booster’ inouclation. This leaves two school 
children not immunized and one who has not had the ‘booster.’ 

“The communicable diseases reported were: one case of chicken pox and a 
few cases of whooping cough during the summer.” 


FINANCES 


Your School Committee and Superintendent of Schools continued to be con- 
fronted, more than ever before, with the increased costs of material things and 
peoples’ services. 

The 1948 School Department budget, which follows, is the amount of money 
requested by the School Committee to be raised and appropriated for your school 
program for 1948.

I should like to call to your attention the much larger reimbursement toward 
the payment of pupil transportation costs received in 1947 than in any previous 
year, which is due to the 1947 law allowing reimbursement to a town for transpor- 
tation “within and without the town exceeding $5.00 per pupil net average mem- 
bership.” You will note that this item for Monterey increased the reimbursement 
for transportation from $1,050.00 in 1946 to $2,136.00 in 1947. We expect about 
the same reimbursements for 1948 but, as I stated in my report of a year ago, 
“should new State legislation increase educational aid to towns, Monterey will 
then benefit even more.” The net cost of your schools is reduced by the above 
total amount of reimbursements even though the moneys received go, by law, into 
the Town’s reserve funds. 

The budget as carefully compiled by your School Committee and your Super- 
intendent of Schools for 1948, namely, $11,725.00 is the very minimum which 
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should be raised and appropriated to support the educational program of Monterey 
for 1948. 
Your complete co-operation and support is very much appreciated by all of 
us working with your schools.

As the result of full co-operation on the part of department heads and carefu | 
economy on the part of the Board, the total of unexpended balances for 1948 is 
$10,189.54 as against a total of $2,205.27 for 1947. This, however, does not indi- 
cate unnecessary or excessive appropriations, for while $3,436.90 is returned to 
free cash, $6,752.64 is in accounts which hold over and serves to reduce the 
amount required for appropriations in 1949. But all of it is money that might 
have been spent and was not. We close the year with all bills paid, whereas 


_ the close of 1947 found us with outstanding bills of $402.74. This year, as__ last, 


we have not had to borrow money, and our town stands proudly in the state as 
one free from debt. 


Expenditures from the Contingent account, the only account to which the 
Board is free to charge miscellaneous items, have been slightly lower than last 
year. Except for unclassified expenses regularly charged to Contingent, it has 
been treated as an emergency account and managed with strictest economy. 


More careful budgeting and, therefore, more intelligent appropriating by 
the last Annual Town Meeting, together with the absence of public emergencies, 
have made it possible to decrease the amount of transfers from Reserve Fund this 
year. Many transfers were made, some of them for only a few dollars, some for 
large amounts due to unforeseen expenses, because this Board has established, and 
firmly adhered to, the policy of charging every expense to the proper account, 
avoiding the confusing and illegal practice of charging items to other accounts 
when the appropriations made for them were exhausted. As a result, the financial 
report gives a true picture of how, where, and why all money was spent, and 
gives a true basis for the 1949 budget. 


A look to the future begins with the flood of December 31 which did an esti- 
mated $5,000 damage to our roads. This has not been included in our budget 
because we are still awaiting word as to the amount of financial assistance from the 
County and the State, but at present the cost is chargeable to the 1949 appropria- 
tion for Highways, Chapter 81. 


The budget for 1949 shows only the most necessary increases. Administra- 
tion, Old Age Assistance is changed to Administration, Public Welfare and raised 
from $75.00 to $200.00 to permit charging to this account items previously charged 
elsewhere and to conform with State and Federal standards. The town is now 
reimbursed for half its expenses in this account. 


Town Officers account is budgeted at less than expended this year with the 


recommendation that the Tax Collector be compensated on a salary basis instead 
of a commission basis. 
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The Welfare accounts remain substantially the same in’ spite of LOT eee 
grants because larger Federal reimbursements are in effect. 


Machinery Earnings, with a balance of $3,369.13, is not accumulating fast 
enough to cover depreciation of equipment, and the Board recommends the policy 
of paying for tractors and equipment on snow removal work. 


The articles for special appropriations in the Warrant give a picture of some 
of the needs of the town, although many others have been postponed. 


Article 14 proposes to repay the Monterey Water Co. for widening the road 
at the time of laying a new water line. | 


Article 15 is inserted at the insistence of voters and non-resident taxpayers 
alike and proposes to provide only a sanitary water supply under pressure at the 
Corashire School where there has never been any water supply whatever. 


Article 16 proposes to provide for the town’s share in the cost of rebuilding 
the dam at Lake Garfield. The State has funds which maybe used, but are not 
promised, for this purpose, and the County is seeking approval of a budget in- 
cluding its share. The $2000 raised last year has been promised to the State for 
half the expense of the preliminary engineering survey. While the Board is very 
reluctant to recommend borrowing, we do not believe it wise to raise the total 
amount of our share since we are not yet sure of the full participation of State and 
County. Therefore we recommend that not less than $2,000 be raised, and the 
balance of the proposed $10,000 share be borrowed for a period not to exceed 4 
years. 


Article 17 is inserted on recommendation of the School Building Committeé 
and after consulting with the Department of Corporations and Taxation. We 
are informed that this is now a permissible and widely used means of providing 
funds for such purposes without plunging a town deeply in debt. 


Article 18 proposes to provide secure and fireproof storage for town records 
in answer to many complaints concerning the insecurity of the present storage. 


Article 19 results from complaints last summer concerning the safety of the ~ 
‘swimming float. The float is now beyond repair. 


Article 20. Thirty-two chairs were purchased under a similar article last year. 
We recommend that some be purchased each year until there are sufficient good 
chairs for the town meeting place. 


Article 21 is the result of urgent requests on the part of residents and our 
police officers for new traffic warning signs, and also as the result of urgent requests 
of many for uniform, good-looking direction signs and for the removal of objec- 
tionable advertising and direction signs from our roadsides. 

Article 22 is inserted for the third year at the request of the Monterey Fire 
Company. 

The policy of your Board has been to practice economy in the face of rising 
costs and the need for better services by following the watchword, “‘Jnvest; don’t 
just spend,” and we recommend a careful balance between what we need and

One of 
these trees being located on town property was disposed of by the tree warden, 
the other three are on private property leaving three in the town for 1948-49.

REPORT OF GYPSY MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


In 1946 the scouting done in Monterey showed that there were seven hundred 
Gypsy Moth egg clusters in the town, the scouting done took in all of the road 
sides in the town. 

Due to the thoroughness of the scouting and mapping, the town was helped by 
the Federal Government, the heavy infested areas were sprayed and the results 
showed up in the next year’s scouting only one hundred and twenty-five clusters 
were found, a decrease of five hundred and seventy-five clusters. 

In 1948 the same amount of scouting was done and only forty-four egg eee 
ters were found showing another decrease of eighty-one over 1947.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Keting under instructions from the voters present at the 1948 Annual Town 
Meeting, your committee undertook to negotiate the purchase of 10 acres of the 
golf course, including the site of the former club house. The voters have appro- 
priated the sum of $500 for this purpose. 

It will be recalled that this site was selected by Mr. 8. W. Haynes of Fitch- 
burg, one of the leading specialists in school architecture in the east. The details 
of Mr. Haynes’s recommendation were reported at the last annual Town Meeting. 

At a meeting with Mr. Eaton at his home in August, he agreed to consult 
with the individuals who own the property under his trusteeship, and to report 
their wishes. 

Subsequently, Mr. Tat advised your committee that the property, compris- 
ing something over 100 acres, would be sold only in its entirety, and that the sale 
of any part to be used as a school site would not be considered. 

At that time, various suggestions were made as to other possible sites. These 
and others proposed by committee members were listed. Each one was visited 
and considered carefully by your committee. Most of these were eliminated for 
the reason that there was not adequate drainage, either for the school house loca- 
tion or playground area. 

Others were found unsuited because of grading costs, inaccessible {ogition. 
the cost of keeping roads open in the winter, or lack of an available water supply. 

Taking into account all the factors which ,must be considered in choosing a 
school site, your committee did not find a location that it could recommend as an 
alternate for the golf course. 

However, there is no need for haste in acquiring land for the school, since the 
plan of action set up at the 1948 Town Meeting calls for raising funds for the build- 
ing over a period of years. Under the circumstances, your committee believes that 
time will resolve the problem of finding a location before funds are available to 
start construction. 
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Meanwhile, your committee respectfully urges that another sum of $10,000 
be appropriated in 1949 for the school building fund because: 

1. Under the plan set up last year, a new school can be built without creating 
a debt obligation to be paid off at a time when there may be a recession, and when 
the need of paying off a bond issue would prevent a reduction of the tax rate. 

2. Sound business planning calls for accumulating money when times are 
good, to be spent at a future time when prices are lower. 

3. Finally, when we are ready to use the fund which we have established, 
our money will undoubtedly buy more than if we should undertake to start con- 
struction in the near future. tow 

This plan, we believe, is in keeping with the sound and conservative policies 
that have given Monterey a position of proud distinction among the towns of 
this state. :

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 


I herewith present my annual report of the School Department of Monterey 
for the year 1948. 


You will find a detailed report of the School Committee on other pages in this 
section. Their report is a detailed account of the expenditures made for the support 
of the education of the boys and girls of your community. 


I suggest that you read the reimbursements, as listed under FINANCES in 
this report, so that you may be acquainted with the total picture of the School 
Department income which reduces the local cost of supporting your educational 
program. 


As usual, it is a pleasure to compliment the teachers working with your boys 
and girls for the conscientious teaching which they have done. I am sure that you 
will agree with me that the boys and girls of Monterey are particularly fortunate 
to be under the daily guidance of teachers as well qualified and experienced as are 
the teachers of Monterey. The School Committee has devoted many hours to the 
study and solution of the problems confronting your school officials and have acted 
for the best interest of all in the solution of these problems. ; 


I shall endeavor in this report to cover the most important phases of the 
educational program of Monterey for the calendar year 1948. We have continued, 
as in the past, to add the latest and most modern tools of instruction to your class- 
toom equipment. I wish at this point to mention the Nature Study Course made 
available partly by an anonymous giver and partly from the budget. This course 
is very much worthwhile in the development of appreciations and understandings. 
During the year some of the children of your schools attended the Berkshire 
Museum and the Garden Center in connection with this course. Again special 
attention should be made of the 4-H and other organizations carried on by the 
schools aided by the co-operative efforts of citizens. As usual, the community, 
school, and graduation exercises, in which the youth of Monterey have had a 
major part, are a very great credit to all concerned. 


In scholarship your boys and girls have continued to excel, as is always the 
case in Monterey. I wish to mention in this report, also, that the young people of 
Monterey who are going to high school and institutions of higher learning are 
demonstrating, as usual, that they are a real credit to the community. 


SAVINGS 


We continued throughout 1948 and are to continue in 1949 the thrift educa- 
tional program of school savings. May I urge parents and school children to con- 


tinue the fine showing made in 1948. The lesson of habit brought about by this 


program of regular savings is important. 
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ENROLLMENT 
Present School Enrollment: 
Corashire 19 
Monterey Center _ 17 
High School, Great Barrington 13 
High School, Stockbridge 2 
Total 51 pupils 


This figure is 10 less than 1947 and 3 more than 1946. The decrease in enroll- 
ment since a year ago is due to a few families moving away from Monterey and 
fewer tuition pupils from Sandisfield. The present age of admittance to grade one 
in the schools of Monterey as voted by the School Committee is 5 years 6 months 
by September 1 of the year entering. 


TUITION RATE 
The School Committee voted to raise the tuition rate to Monterey schools as 
of January 1, 1948 from $1.50 per week to $2.60 per week. 


TRANSPORTATION SURVEY 
The School Committee instructed the Superintendent to make a complete 
survey of Monterey School pupil transportation with accompanying maps of roads 
and distances. This was done and the information forwarded to the State. Recom- 
mendations to the Committee were made by the Superintendent and all legal 
requirements of school transportation are being complied with fully. 


WATER AT CORASHIRE SCHOOL 

It came to our attention last summer that a‘large number of taxpayers of 
Monterey are concerned that the water used daily at the Corashire School is trans- 
ported in a can and distributed by way of drinking cups. It was the opinion of the 
people concerned that this program of the drilling of a well and connecting the 
water to the school should be carried out at the earliest possible moment. It is 
impossible to set an exact cost figure on a project of this kind because of the obvi- 
ous reason of not knowing how deep the well will have to go. Nevertheless this 
program should not wait any longer. The money is not included in the 1949 
School Department Budget, and if the job is to be done in 1949, the money will 
have to be raised and appropriated as a special item. 


GRADE ARRANGEMENT 


By vote of the School Committee, grades 7, 6, 2 and 1 attend the Center’ 


School and grades 8, 5, 4, 3 attend the Corashire School. The reasons for making 
this grade placement by schools are: (1) to have the largest number of pupils 
attend the school nearest their home; (2) to have each teacher have four grades 


instead of possibly eight and thereby have far more time to spend with each grade; 


(3) to have every pupil possible during their local. grade schooling get the benefit 
of the instruction of two different teachers in two different schools.

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MUSIC AND ART 

It is the plan of the School Committee, if instructors can be found, to have a. — 

major field trained instructor in each of these subjects. Certainly everyone will 

agree that pupil training and appreciations in these areas of knowledge are bene- 
ficial and important. 


HEALTH | 

Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse from the Great Barrington Visiting 
Nurse Association, has submitted her report of the health work for 1948 as follows: 

“Fifty-eight visits were made to the schools, conferences held with the: 
teachers, inspections made as the occasions arose and home visits made as indi- 
cated. 

“Dr. Cassel, the school physician, examined the children in September. The: 
defects found at that time were: enlarged tonsils 2, flat feet 4, skin 1, posture 1. 

“The dental examination by Dr. Taggart showed considerable improvement: 
over last year. Thirty-four children were examined, eleven had adequate care, 
twenty-three needed care. Of this number six had appointments at the time of the 
examination. Since that time several others have started dental work. 

“The vision and audiometer tests have been given. The vision defects found: 
were eleven. Of this number 1 has had corrective surgery, 4 obtained glasses, and 1 
has been examined, but no glasses were prescribed at this time. Thirty children 
have had the audiometer test and 2 were found to have impaired hearing. Notices: 
have been sent to the parents and home visits made, when possible, to explain the. 
conditions. 

“The incidence of communicable disease was very low for the year. To date 
there have been 2 German measles and 1 regular measles reported. 

“The Corashire School has started the hot lunch program during the winter: 
months for the children.”’ 


FINANCES 
Your Superintendent of Schools and School Committee devoted an entire 
evening to the compiling of the School Department Budget for 1949. There are 
some small increases included which are very necessary and deserved. 
The 1949 School Department Budget, which follows, is the amount of money 
requested by the School Committee to be raised and appropriated for your school 
program for 1949.

I should like, once more, to call to your attention the much larger reimburse- 
ment for pupil transportation cost received in 1948 than in any previous year 
which is due to the 1947 law allowing reimbursement to a town for transportation 
costs ‘‘within and without the town exceeding $5 per pupil net average member- 
ship if the pupil is transported 114 miles or more.’ This item for 1946 was $1,050, 
for 1947 was $2,136 and for 1948 was $2,817. As I stated in my report of a year 
ago, ‘‘should new State legislation increase educational aid to towns, Monterey will 
then benefit even more.”’ The net cost of your schools is reduced by the above 
amounts even though the moneys received go, by law, into the Town’s reserve 
funds. If the total departmental income of $5,357.85 is subtracted from last year’s 
budget, the net cost to local taxation was less in 1948 than it has been for many 
years. If this net cost of $6,837.15 for 1948 is divided by the per pupil enrollment, 
the per pupil net cost is only $134. * . 

The budget as carefully compiled by your School Committee and Superin- 
tendent of Schools for 1949, namely, $13,165.00 is the very minimum which should 
be raised and appropriated to support the educational program of Monterey for 
1948. 

All of us working with your schools are appreciative-of your co-operation.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of the 


town of Monterey for the period from August 10, 1946, the date of the previous 
examination, to September 24, 1947, the following report being submitted thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several depart- 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town or sending out, bills for collec- 
tion, were examined, checked, and verified. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the board of selectmen were checked with 
the record of licenses granted, and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


- The surety bonds of the town clerk, town treasurer, and tax collector were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and checked in 
detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the records of the 
departments making payments to the treasurer and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the expenditures were com- 
pared with the selectmen’s warrants and with the classified record of payments. 


The cash balance on September 24, 1947 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank and by actual count of the 
cash on hand. 


The securities, including savings bank books, representing the investment of 
the trust funds and the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund in custody of the treasurer | 
were examined and listed.. The income was proved and the withdrawals were veri- 
fied by comparison with the treasurer’s record of receipts. | 


It is recommended that cemetery trust funds received by the treasurer be 
accepted annually by town meeting vote and recorded in the town clerk’s records, 
and that the savings bank books be en at the bank annually for the record- 
ing of interest earned. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal taxes and county re- 
tirement system as kept by the treasurer were examined and checked. The pay- 
ments to the Collector of Internal Revenue and to the Berkshire County Retire- 
ment System were verified with the selectmen’s warrants, and the balance in the 
general treasury on September 24, 1947 was proved. 

The tax title records in custody of the treasurer were examined and checked 
with the accounts of the tax collector and with the recordsat the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked in 
detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the time of the previous examination and 
_all subsequent commitment lists of taxes were audited and reconciled with the 


61 


assessors’ warrants. The collections as recorded were checked, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified, and the abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
record of abatements granted. The outstanding accounts were listed and proved, 
and the cash on hand on September 24, 1947 was proved by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was obtained by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, and from the replies received it appears that the outstanding accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the authorizations 
for transfers given by the selectmen as recorded in the selectmen’s ledger. 

The receipts of the town clerk for dog and sporting licenses were checked 
with the record of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the 


Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand on September 


24, 1947 was proved by actual count. 


The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s record of town meetings 
and the amounts voted were compared with the aggregate appropriations raised 
by the assessors in the computation of the tax rate. 

The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equipment were 
compared with the selectmen’s warrants. The recorded collections were checked 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The records of bills sent out for collection by the bureau of old age assistance 
were examined and checked. The charges were listed and the recorded collections 


were compared with the payments to the treasurer. 


The recorded receipts of the sealer of weights and measures were checked 
to the record of work done and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


It was found upon examination of paid vouchers that bills incurred in one 


_- year have been paid. from the appropriation of the following year. Attention is 


se 


called to Section 64, Chapter 44, General Laws, which permits an appropriation 
for the payment of bills incurred in a prior year only by a four-fifths vote at an 
annual meeting or by a nine-tenths vote at a special meeting, and which also 
provides for the filing of certain certificates before payment may be made from 
such an appropriation. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax and depart- 
mental accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and condition of the 
trust and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was received from all town 
officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2500 or any other amount for a School Building Fund. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2000 to pay for the drilling of a well and the installation of cold water in the 
Corashire School as recommended by the Monterey School Committee. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following by-law: 
‘Any motion to raise and/or appropriate money by issuing bonds or notes of the 
town shall be voted upon by written secret ballot. The provisions of this by-law 
shall not apply to notes issued in anticipation of revenue for the current year.” 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following by-law: 
“Before any vote on any motion to raise and appropriate or to raise or appropriate 
any sum of money in excess of the appropriation for the same purpose in the pre- 
vious year, or any motion seeking to raise and appropriate or raise or appropriate 
funds to be expended for a purpose not heretofore customarily made, the Moder- 
ator shall ask for a showing of hands by those who desire a written secret ballot. 
If as many as five persons so indicate, the vote shall be by secret written ballot. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100 or any other amount for the purchase of snow fence and posts. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $300 or any other amount to repair the town shed. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to grant 
unto George B. Helmrich and Audrie A. Helmrich his wife, their Administrators, 
executors, heirs and assigns, the right to tap the spring at the Town Park(known 
as the Old Parade Ground) adjacent to his property on South Lee Road and to 
convey the water thereof through a one inch diameter pipe to his dwelling place 
for use for all domestic purposes, together with the usual right of entry to make 
necessary repairs and renewals. This right shall be subject to and co-ordinate 
with similar rights previously granted. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to ap- 
point an Inspector of Wires for one year under the provisions of Chapter 529 of the 
Acts of 1949. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the payment of the sum 
of $10 or any other amount to each member of the Board of Public Welfare as a 
stipend for attendance at Board of Public Welfare meetings only and to raise and 
separately appropriate said sums as compensation for duties as members of said 
Board of Public Welfare. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1950, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor for a period of not more than one year from the date, and 
to renew said notes, as provided by Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 27. To appoint any committee or officers and give them, or any 
officers of the town, instructions, authority, or indemnity thought best. 


Article 28. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by posting attested copies 
thereof according to the vote of the Town seven days, at least, before the time of 
said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due returns of this warrant with your doings thereon 
to the Clerk of said Town at or before the time of said meeting.

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The foregoing financial report needs very little explanation or additional com- 
ment. Again expenditures have been cut to the minimum consistent with the good 
services our townspeople expect, and expenditures have been made with an eye to 
making the best investment in the long run. Because of adequate appropriations 
and the lack of any large emergency, transfers from the Reserve Fund were small 
and a considerable balance remains. 


Total expenditures, $74,613.49, were $1,703.12 less than in 1948, and the 
balance of $13,819.30 (of which $5,672.89 is returned to available funds in the 
treasury ) is $2,235.99 more than last year. Of this, $8,146.41 is in accounts which 
hold over for future use. Our financial picture was helped considerably by a mid- 
year increase in the State’s share of Chapter 81 highway funds, making the allot- 
ment up to $250 per mile, an increase of $1,275. A further temporary increase 
will add another $1,275 in 1950, making the allotment $275 per mile. This should 
make it possible to revert to our former practice of doing considerable new con- 
struction under Chapter 81 while maintaining our roads in better condition 
throughout. 


A contract has been let by the State Department of Public Works for the re- 
construction of the dam at Lake Garfield, the work to be completed by June 1, 
1950. The Department informs us that the work will be done so that the gate 
can be closed to permit the lake to fill up in the spring. The construction to be 
done is intended to stop the leakage through the present rock filled dam and will 
also permit widening the road. We are informed that the project will cost $29,200 
instead of the $40,000 originally estimated, and the Town’s share of this is one- 
fourth, or $7,300. The County also pays one-fourth and the State pays half. 
The specifications were drawn and all work will be supervised by the engineers 
of the State Department of Public Works, assisted by the County Engineer. 


It is expected that there will be a general increase in appropriations and ex- 
penditures by towns throughout the State in 1950. For Monterey, however, not 
only is the recommended budget $1,185.32 lower than last year, but even if the 
budget and all the articles in the warrant calling for special appropriations should 
be passed with the stated appropriations by the 1950 Town Meeting, the total ap- 
propriations would still be less than they were in 1949. 

Attention is called to the report of the auditors of the State Department of 
Corporations and Taxation which follows the reports of the Town Officers in this 
booklet. This report shows the Town to be properly administered and in sound 
financial condition. 

In accordance with the custom initiated last year, this report is being sent 
to all taxpayers as well as to voters. We trust that it will deepen your under- 
standing and appreciation of the Town of Monterey.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health of Monterey held several meetings during the past year. 
The discussions were primarily concerned with camp permits, the town water 
supply, disposal of garbage and refuse and the general welfare of the town as it 
concerned this committee. 

Of immediate concern was the town water supply. The failure of our Mon- 
terey water supply last summer necessitated the use of the water in Fargo’s 
Brook. This water was pumped into the town reservoir. Prior to its being used 
a permit was issued to the water company by the Department of Public Health of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This department at the same time in- 
structed this committee to post notices stating that this water must be boiled 
prior to use. This instruction is in effect today. 

Camp permits were issued to six camps. A permit will not be issued to a camp 
for 1950 until it has complied with state regulations of public health. 

Four requests for an analysis of water were forwarded to the State and the use 
of the water approved. 

Several instances of improper drainage were investigated and followed until 
corrective measures had eliminated the danger to the people residing nearby. 

It is noted by this committee that the town dump is being improperly used 
for disposing of garbage and refuse from cesspools and has become infested with 
rats and other vermin. 

Recommendations: 

1. That fees for camp permits be increased. 

2. That garbage, cesspool refuse or other unsanitary material are not taken 
to the town dump.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


In accordance with instructions given to this Committee by the voters at 
the 1949 Town Meeting, a very complete and thorough investigation of possible 
sites for a consolidated grade school has been made. A preliminary report was 
rendered on August 13th. Now, on the basis of subsequent events and further in- 
vestigation the following final report is submitted: 

1. The 10-acre plot so generously offered to the Town by Mrs. Langdon has 
been studied. Unfortunately, this area does not afford adequate level space, nor 
can it be graded because of its steeply sloping character, the presence of ledges, and 
poor drainage. Further, the location is not readily accessible, and it is not prac- 
tical to undertake the expense of road construction necessary. Your committee 
does not recommend acceptance of this land. 

2. The second choice reported by your Committee last August was the 
Parker lot. The owner, Mr. William Parker, has offered to give three acres of this 
land, on Route 23, to the Town, asking only that a suitable plaque on the school 
building be provided to show that the land was given in memory of his mother, 
Mrs. Anna C. Parker. This site has great merit, and is still rated as second choice. 
As to its disadvantages: (1) The area is substantially less than the five acres 
which the State educational authorities consider the minimum for our type of 
school, (2) the location is considerably east of the geographic and population cen- 
ters of the Town, and (3) it is on the opposite side of the town from the direction 
of population growth and new home construction. 

3. The golf course site, as reported last August, rates highest of all available 
land in the Town. A plot extending approximately 700 ft. on Route 23, from the 
Lancome property to the Taggart property, and north 1000 ft., containing about 
181% acres, has been offered to the Town at a price of $4,500. This figures about 
$240. per acre. The owners have specified these boundaries, and, while the area is 
larger than required for our immediate needs, they are unwilling to sell a smaller 
plot. Your Committee recommends the purchase of this land as being the most 
suitable from all considerations of present needs, long-range planning for the future 
growth, improvement, and development of our Town. Moreover, it will meet the 
State requirements under which we may benefit from the School Building As- 
sistance Act. It is suggested that immediate action be taken to acquire this land 
so that our project can be listed before the Act expires, thereby assuring State aid 
in financing the consolidated school building. 

4. If the voters desire to continue the School Building Committee, it is 
recommended that its membership be increased to include the full membership of 
the School Committee and the Board of Selectmen.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Public School Department of 
Monterey for the year 1949. 

You will find a detailed account of the expenditures for your public schools, 
as made by the Monterey School Committee, on other pages in this section. 

The teachers working with your boys and girls and all other people serving 
the schools should be praised for their conscientious work from day to day. 
The School Committee, in the solution of the problems confronting your school 
officials, has acted for the best interest of all concerned. 

Your School Building Committee has had several meetings during the past 
year and has reviewed several different possible school sites. It has constantly 
studied the problem of your new local school building and its location. I refer you 
to the report of the School Building Committee and I hope that you will carefully 
consider the suggestions made by this committee, so that Monterey will have 
better local school housing for its pupils. 

We have continued to supplement the equipment in our schools so as to 
provide the most modern tools of education. 

For all concerned, I wish to thank the people for the Nature Study Course 
and to once more emphasize the importance of this project. Many of the children 
in our schools have attended the Berkshire Museum and the Garden Center in 
connection with this course. Special mention should be made of the 4-H and other 
organizations carried on by the schools aided by the co-operative efforts of citizens. 
We have continued the participation of the school children in as many community 
programs as possible because we believe that this type of public appearance is good 
for the children. 

SAVINGS 

In these days of struggling to make the money that we have go around, we 
need to constantly remember that our thrift educational program of school savings 
is important, and to remember to encourage the children to acquire the habit 
brought about by the regular savings in this program.

This figure is 6 less than in 1948 due to the smaller number of students en- 
tering the Freshman Class in high school and to fewer tuition pupils from Sandis- 
field. The present age of admittance to grade one in the schools of Monterey as 
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voted by the School Committee is 5 years 6 months by September 1 of the year — 
entering. 


WATER AT CORASHIRE SCHOOL 


Last year a separate article in the warrant to drill a well and to install cold 
water in this building was defeated. The School Committee instructed the Super- 
intendent of Schools to request a separate article in the 1950 annual town meeting 
warrant to have this done. The Committee wishes to point out to the voters that, 
this year, it hopes that you will vote to go through with this project. 


GRADE ARRANGEMENT 


By vote of the School Committee, grades 2, 6, 7 and 8 attend the Center 
School and grades 1, 3, 4 and 5 attend the Corashire School. I wish to report, so 
that all citizens will understand, the reason for making this grade placement by 
schools: 

1. to have the largest number of pupils attend the school nearest 
their home. 

2. to have each teacher have four grades only and thereby have 
more time to spend with each grade. 

3. to have every pupil possible during their local grade schooling 
get the benefit of the instruction of two different teachers in two 
different schools. 


MUSIC AND ART 


Clarence W. Noyes started his grade music course in our schools in September 
and spends two-thirds of one school day per week working with your children. 
As yet we have been unable to find a well-trained art teacher that we wish to have. 
The School Committee, the parents and the children all agree that these areas of 
education are important. 


HEALTH 


Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse from the Great Barrington Visiting 
Nurse Association, submits the following report for 1949: 

“Fifty-nine visits were made to the schools. Class room inspections and 
home visits have been made as problems arose. 

“The children have had their physicals, dental examinations, vision test and 
have been weighed and measured. The audiometer test will be given early in Jan- 
uary. 

“The defects found were: throat 2, flat feet 2, dental 22, vision 11. 

“The corrections made were: tonsillectomies 2, vision 6, one of that number 
has had corrective surgery. In a dental survey held during the spring 15 children 
were seeing their dentist annually, 9 semi-annually, others occasionally. 


“The only communicable diseases reported were: measles 2.”

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Monterey for the period from September 25, 1947, the date 
of the previous examination, to June 18, 1949, and submit the following report 
thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several depart- 
ments collecting or disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for col- 
lection, were examined and checked. 

Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended to 
this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on June 18, 
1949. 

The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them were exam- 
ined and found to be in proper form. 

The receipts for licenses granted by the selectmen and issued by the town 
clerk were checked. The payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash 
on hand on June 18, 1949 in custody of the town clerk was proved by actual count. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked in 
detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of the previous examination and 
all subsequent commitment lists of taxes and excise were audited and reconciled 
with the assessors’ warrants. The collections, as recorded, were checked to the 
commitment lists, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the recorded abate- 
ments were checked with the assessors’ record of abatements granted, the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved, and the cash on hand on June 18, 1949 
was verified by actual count.

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the outstanding accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 

The appropriations as voted by the town meetings were listed from the 
records of the town clerk and were compared with the aggregate amount raised 
by the assessors in the determination of the tax rate. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. The re- 
ceipts from dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record of licenses is- 
sued, the payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game 
were verified, and the cash on hand on June 18, 1949 was proved by actual count. 

The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the authorizations for 
transfers given by the selectmen and recorded in the selectmen’s ledger. 

The records of charges for the use of town-owned highway equipment were 
compared with the payrolls of the highway department. The recorded collections 
were checked and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with the records of the de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with the other sources from which 
money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were compared with the 
approved treasury warrants, the cash book additions were verified, and the cash 
balance on June 18, 1949 was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a 
statement received from the depository and by actual count of the cash on hand. 

The records of payroll deductions for federal taxes and the county retirement 
system were examined and checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue and to the County Retirement System were 
verified, and the balance in the general treasury was proved. 

The securities, including savings bank books, representing the investments 
of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals were verified. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined and 
checked with the record of work done, and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 

The records of accounts receivable of the public welfare and school depart- 
ments were examined. The collections, as recorded, were compared with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and collector’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well as tables showing the condition 
and transactions of the trust and investment funds. 

For the cooperation received from the several town officials during the prog- 
ress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to express 


appreciation.

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A comparison of the budget requests with the corresponding appropriations 
of last year, will show no substantial increases, except for the Snow Removal 
account and Old Age Assistance account. 


Snow Removal. An increase of $500 is recommended, since within the last 
year several roads, not heretofore in winter use, had to be plowed for the accom- 
modation of occupants of buildings; also the labor item increased 20%; in addi- 
tion there is a greater demand for sanding when winter weather conditions make 
driving more hazardous. 


Old Age Assistance. This subject is covered in the report of the Board of 
Public Welfare, page 52. ; 


The Board did not exercise its authority to grant the right to tap the spring 
at the town park, known as the “‘Old Parade Ground’’. The land was originally 
conveyed (June 20th, 1807) and dedicated for the “benefit and accommodation of 
the public’ that it “shall never be enclosed as private property or any private 
building ever erected upon the premises.’”’ The Selectmen have construed this as a 
prohibition against private use. 


A deed appears upon the record dated July 1st, 1915 which purports to grant 
a right to tap the spring. This purported grant, in the considered opinion of the 
Board, is void for the following reasons: 


1. Itisa violation of the covenants and conditions of the original deed. 
2. There is no evidence the town ever authorized the grant. 


_ 8. The purported deed was never executed by the then Selectmen, but by 
one claiming to act as town agent. 


4. No town agent has or ever had any authority to execute any deed so as to 
bind the town. 


At a legislative hearing in Boston, the Selectmen petitioned for authority to 
regulate the operation of motor propelled boats on town lakes, since it was charged 
there were abuses in this respect. As a result a general law was passed, the im- 
portant part of which reads as follows: 


Section 15B. Cities and towns through which rivers flow or in which inland 
lakes are located may, by ordinance or by-law, provide individually or jointly for 
the regulation and enforcement of rules and regulations for the operation of motor 
boats upon said rivers or lakes within their réspective territorial limits, to the end 
that such motor boats shall not be operated in a manner which endangers the 

‘safety of the public or is detrimental or injurious to the neighborhood or to the 
value of property therein. (Amendments to Chapter 102 of the General Laws.) 


Before the construction of the dam at Lake Garfield there were facilities for 
wading, bathing and swimming enjoyed by the children of the town and by adult 
non-swimmers.

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REPORT OF MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


My work as Moth Superintendent in the past year has been very interesting. 
The first year I was appointed there were 750 egg clusters found in the area scouted 
throughout the town which took in all the road sides and areas around where 
there were any amount of clusters found. 

When the U. S. Government representative on Moth Control approached me 
on the subject I was able to tell him where the heavy infested areas were, and due 
to this fact the town of Monterey got these areas sprayed, which from year to year 
showed a steady decrease in the egg clusters. 

In the year of 1949 the so-called “Barrier Zone’’ was moved from the Housa- 
tonic River Valley to the Hudson River Valley, which meant that Monterey did 
not get any spraying done in the summer of 1949. The interesting point is that 
due to no spraying done in 1949, the 1950 scouting shows an increase of 480 egg 
clusters. This heavily infested area is located between route 23 and route 57, 
there is a large area that has not been scouted which probably would double the 
amount of egg clusters found at this time. 

There is a great deal to be said about this work that is not in this report. I 
would be very glad to answer any questions that one might wish to ask person- 
ally or try to explain this whole project at the annual Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health of Monterey held several meetings during the past year. 
The discussions were concerned with camp permits, the town water supply, dis- 
posal of garbage and refuse, and the general welfare of the town as it concerned 
this committee. 

The Monterey water supply has been tested by the state and found satis- 
factory. A general inspection was made at one institution and six camps. When 
changes were recommended such changes were complied with. No 1951 permits 
will be issued to camps until state regulations, regarding health and sanitation 
have been fulfilled. 

Sanitary installations at the Coarshire School were inspected and approved as 
satisfactory. During the year two cases of scarlet fever, and one dog bite were 
reported, and preventative measures were taken. 

As reported in 1950 the town dump still is improperly used for garbage dis- 
posal. 

Recommendations: 

That all camps and residents be instructed not to dispose of garbage and 

other unsanitary matter at the town dump.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Some interesting developments affecting administration of 
Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Children 
In the past the Selectmen acting as Board of Public Welfare, appointed one 
of their members to administer the welfare program in accordance with the law 
and the prescribed rules and regulations of the Department of Public Welfare. 


In 1949 the regulations were changed so that no claim for reimbursement of 


administration expenses would be honored unless the person performing the duties - 


of administrator passed a civil service examination and was certified as eligible to 
perform such duties. We know of no such person in this town who has these qual- 
ifications. Our average case load is about ten cases. (50 cases is considered a full 
time job). We assume no person with the necessary certification, would undertake 
to administer 10 cases unless he received a compensation fixed by civil service 
schedule somewhere within the salary range of $1800 to $2160, with a maximum of 
$2880, to which must be added transportation costs. Such costs for a ten-case 
load would be prohibitive. This is recognized by the State Department and it 
proposed that this town join with other towns in forming a welfare district and 
thus divide the expenses. To lend encouragement to this plan it was further pro- 
posed that the Commonwealth would contribute ¥ of the expenses, the Federal 
Government would contribute 4 (excluding General Relief cases) and the local 
communities would bear the rest. 


In 1949 meetings of Selectmen of all towns in Southern Berkshire were heid 
to consider these proposals. Without burdening you with the details of the dis- 
cussion, it is sufficient to say no positive action was taken. Your local Board 
found it could forego reimbursement and carry on as heretofore at a cost less than 
the cost of joining a district. 

Now comes the pressure. In 1950 a law was passed (Chap. 793 and Chap. 
118B of the General Laws) which prohibits any person carrying on administrative 
work unless he has civil service rating. In 1949 the penalty was loss of reimburse- 
ment for administration expenses, now there is an outright prohibition. Situated 
as we are, we will be forced to join a welfare district or else employ civil service 
personnel. As already pointed out the latter alternative is economically unsound. 


To explore the matter further, several meetings were held with the Selectmen 
of other towns and from the facts and figures submitted it appeared that the best 
combination would be Sandisfield, Otis and Monterey with a total case load of 55, 
which could be handled by one person. A meeting of the Selectmen of the three 
towns was called (Sandisfield although invited did not attend) to make up a tenta- 
tive budget, reflecting the initial cost of forming a welfare district. 
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We are now giving you the estimated figures:

Neither Otis nor Monterey employ civil service personnel. Sandisfield em- 
ploys a part time social worker who fills in as Town Treasurer. 

We are now carrying on in the “shadow” of the law. If the local Board has 
not employed a civil service administrator or, that being inexpedient because of 
the prohibited cost, this town has not joined a welfare district or before July Ist 
1952, the new law provides a penalty: either we lose all reimbursements for 
moneys paid to recipients or suffer court action. 

Under the circumstances it is recommended that the Selectmen be author- 
ized to join with other towns in forming a welfare district and that $500 be appro- 
priated to meet our share of the initial expenses for the first year’s operations. 
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Appropriation to Meet Increased Grants for 
Old Age Assistance 


At the last State election the voters approved an article giving each recipient 
a minimum of $75.00 per month and he or she becomes eligible for relief at 63 
instead of 65 years of age. Another article on the ballot was designed primarily to 
raise the moneys by lottery to defray the additional cost in case the voters acted 
favorably on the article mentioned above. After the vote was assessed it appeared 
that the increased cost was approved but the method of paying it was disapproved. 
Because these articles appeared on the ballot by virtue of an ‘‘initiative and refer- 
endum petition” thus submitting the matter directly to the voters for decision, 
the costs entailed cannot be paid directly out of the general fund of*the Common- 
wealth but the legislature must raise the money by increased taxation. How 
much of this additional burden will fall upon the cities and towns and in what 
form? There is now no Federal reimbursement until recipients attain the age of 
65. Therefore between the ages of 63 and 65 the Commonwealth must carry the 
whole load. This poses a dilemma. : 


Your Board is reliably informed that litigation has been started to contest the 
validity of the referendum petition and the proceedings taken thereon, on the 
ground that legal and constitutional processes have not been followed, a matter 
for the Courts to decide. 


In December 1949 your Board was ordered to increase each recipient’s grant 
by $4.00 per month. This item was called “Leisure Time Activities” the whole 
of which, approximately $500 per year is borne by the Commonwealth. The town 
however, pays in the first instance. When reimbursement is received it is not 
returned to the Old Age Assistance account but becomes part of ‘free cash” and 
thus is not available for the payment of relief. Furthermore costs of hospital- 
ization, surgical, medical, dental and other services including nursing and sup- 
plies have increased. It is recommended that the appropriation for Old Age 
Assistance be increased from $4000 to $5000.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 

I herewith submit my seventh annual report of the Public School Department. 
of Monterey. This report is for the year 1950. 

I refer you to the detailed account of the School Committee for the expendi- 
tures made during the year. 

The instruction which your children have received in your local schools and in 
high school merits the highest praise. 

The addition of instruction in art and the continuance of the music and nature 
courses bring important learnings to the classrooms in your town.The children. 
and the teachers made field trips to the Berkshire Museum and the Garden Center. 

Again, mention should be made of the fine work in handerafts done by the 
pupils under the direction and supervision of the teachers of your schools and lay 
citizens. 

The “Handcraft and Hobby” day sponsored by the Monterey Grange was: 
very much worth while and it is the hope of every one that the Grange will con- 
tinue this educational project. 

Water has been connected to, and flush toilets installed in the Corashire. 
School. 

Both of your local buildings are now fully certified by the State and the cer- 
tificates for both buildings will be renewed without condition. , 

The Thrift Educational Program of School Savings is continued and it is now 
a part of the “want to” of all the children. 

Grades 1, 3, 5, 6 are at the Center School and grades 2, 4, 7, 8 are at the Cora- 
shire School this year. The Committee continues the four-grade arrangement. in 
each building so that: 

1. the largest number of pupils possible will attend the school nearest their 

home 

2. each building will have only four grades 

3. every pupil possible will go to both schools some of his or her grade school 

years. 
HEALTH 

Miss Grace Fitch, your school nurse from the Great Barrington Visiting 
Nurse Association, submits the following report of her excellent work in your 
schools during the year 1950: 

“There were seventy-nine visits made to the schools, at which time inspec- 
tions were made as conditions arose, and home visits made.as indicated. 

The physical examinations were completed in October. Thirty-three children 
were examined by Dr. Arthur Cassel, the school physician, and the defects found 
were: throats—one, flat feet—four, chest to be X-rayed—one. Arrangements 
were made soon after for the Patch testing of the_school children. Thirty-three 
were given the test. All were negative for tuberculosis. One child was X-rayed 
and found to be negative. 
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Dr. Taggart made the dental examination in October. At that examination 
thirty-three were checked, and eighteen found to need attention. Fifteen had 
completed their work. 

The audiometer test was given to fifteen children in Center School. Of these 
no one was found to have a hearing loss. The Corashire School will be done in 
January. 

During the year four children were examined and fitted to glasses by an eye 
specialist, and two had tonsillectomies. 

The communicable diseases among the children were: Chicken-pox—one, 
Measles—three, and Scarlet Fever—one.”

As you will note by this report, the snow removal appropriation was insuf- 
ficient to meet expenses. An additional $1,000 is recommended. 

To meet state and federal allotments for Old Age Assistance, it is necessary to 
request an increase in this department also. 

Otherwise, the budget for this year varies little from that of last year. 

Considerable progress has been made toward forming a public welfare district 
with the towns of Otis and Sandisfield. 

‘ The Town authorized the selectmen to purchase, or take by eminent domain, 
a certain parcel of land owned by James and Gertrude Gould. Legal steps have 
been taken toward this end. 

A partial beach has been constructed on this property with the money appro- 
priated for same. 

State officials and the Selectmen met at the Garfield dam to discuss the possi- 
bility of straightening and widening the road at that point. It was learned that 
the $3,500, which was available and intended for this purpose, was inadequate. 

The money was then transferred to the Pixley Road, with the approval of the 
Commissioners. 

Voters will find in the warrant an article calling for taking $4,500 from avail- 
able funds and raising and appropriating $9,000 additional for the purchase of a 
motor grader, and also an article calling for raising and appropriating $5,000 for 
a town garage. The Selectmen have put both of these articles in the warrant only 
because they have been requested to do so; they do not necessarily recommend the 
amounts of these appropriations and they do not recommend adopting both 
articles this year.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


1. Changes in Assistance programs. During the second half of the year 
1951, many changes became effective in the aid, relief and assistance laws and 
regulations. The principal ones may be outlined as follows: 


(a) The cost of living adjustment was increased from 5% to 14.2% 
as of October Ist. 


(b) In Old Age Assistance a legal minimum rate of $75.00 per month 
was fixed for individuals living alone and $55.00 per month was fixed for persons 
living in a family group plus $4.00 for “leisure time activities” in each case. For 
those who board, boarding rates were increased. 


(c) The item of $4.00 for leisure time activities is no longer wholly 
absorbed by the Commonwealth but the local communities pay their pro-rated 
share. 

(d) All real property on which recipients reside and all vacant land 
from which no income is derived is now subject to a lien for the amount of assist- 
ance paid on and after January Ist 1952, which lien is enforcible under certain 
circumstances. (This provision does not apply to Aid for Dependent Children). 


(e) The most important change however, is the addition of a new 
category of assistance for the benefit of needy individuals who are totally and 
permanently disabled, designated as “‘Disability Assistance.” It fills a gap between 
Aid to Dependent Children (those 18 years of age or under) and Old Age Assist- 
ance (those 65 years of age or over). A permanently and totally disabled person 
is defined as one who has a major physical or mental disease or loss that sub- 
stantially precludes him or her from engaging in a useful occupation within his or 
her competence, such as holding a job or homemaking. 

In our budget we make provisions for the aged and for dependent children. 
We are now called upon to make a similar provision for Disability Assistance. 
There are no pending applications for this form of relief. Should however, there 
be an acceptable application in the ensuing months, funds should be available 
to meet the needs of the applicant. Provision should be made for at least one such 
person. It is recommended that $1,200 be appropriated for this category of 
assistance. There is Federal and State reimbursement just as there is reimburse- 
ment in the other categories of assistance. It is also recommended that ‘‘Dis- 
ability Assistance”’ be made an annual budget item. 


2. Public Welfare District. At the last annual town meeting it was voted to 
join with other towns in forming a Welfare District. The Towns of Sandisfield, 
Otis and Monterey will constitute the district. An understanding was reached 
whereby Otis will be the headquarters of the District and the Treasurer of Otis 
will be appointed its treasurer. A draft agreement was prepared and approved by 
the Selectmen of the three towns. It is subject to revision by the Department of 
Public Welfare. There may be some delay in implementing the agreement, since 
one of the towns involved failed to adopt the proper article. This will probably 
be corrected at its next annual town meeting. Our town must prepare itself to 
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meet its share of the cost of setting up the office and operating the district when 
the agreement is finally approved. Furniture and other equipment will be required 
and the social worker, travel expenses and other costs must be paid. For this 
purpose an appropriation of $500 is recommended. 5/6 of all costs will be reim- 
bursed by Federal and State agencies leaving 1/6 to be borne by the three local 
communities pro-rated according to the case load of each town.

The Committee on By-laws appointed by the Moderator pursuant to a vote 
of the Town, herewith submit a set of by-laws for the consideration and approval 
of the voters. 

If this set of by-laws is adopted with or without amendment, it is recom- 
mended that your Committee be continued with instructions to submit the by- 
laws adopted by the town to the Attorney General for his approval and further 
to do all things necessary to make these by-laws legally binding.

Proposed By-Laws 
for the 
TOWN OF MONTEREY 
Town Meetings 


Article I 


Section 1. Annual Town Meeting. The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first Monday of February in each year. 


Section 2. Notices of Meetings. All warrants for town meetings, whether 
annual or special, shall be directed to the Constable of the town and shall be 
served by posting attested copies of the same in three places in the town, namely 
in the United States Post Office, in the Town Offices and at the Road Side store 
at least seven days before the time set for holding such meeting. In the case of 
every special town meeting, a post-card notice shall be mailed to each registered 
voter, addressed to him or her at Monterey, Massachusetts. 


Section 3. Motion to re-consider at same meeting. The Moderator shall 
permit only one motion to reconsider a vote of the town taken at the same meeting. 
Any subsequent motion for the reconsideration of the same vote shall not be 
received. A motion to reconsider a vote must be made within one hour after the 
vote is taken. 


Section 4. Motion to reconsider at a subsequent meeting. No vote taken 
by the town at any meeting shall be reconsidered at a subsequent meeting unless a 
petition for that purpose shall first have been presented to the Selectmen signed 
by-at least twenty-five percent of the qualified voters of the town. 


Section 5. When Selectmen may call special town meetings. Notwith- 
standing any of the provisions of this article, the Selectmen shall be empowered 
to call a special meeting, if in their judgment the best interests of the town re- 
quire such a meeting to be held. 
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Section 6. Conduct at meetings. When any one addresses the Moderator, 
he or she shall rise and stand during his or her remarks. 


Section 7. Regulating procedure at meetings. The duties of the Moderator 
and the government of the town meetings not otherwise provided for by law or 
by the by-laws of the town, shall be determined by the rules of practice laid down 
in Cushing’s Manual of Parliamentary Procedure, according to the latest edition, 
so far as the same may be applicable to town meetings. 

Section 8. Quorum. Ten percent of the registered voters shall be a quorum 
for any regular or special town meeting called for any purpose other than balloting 
for candidates for public office. 


General Government 


Articie II. 


Section 1. Control and management. All matters affecting the interests 
and welfare of the town and the control and management of its property shall be 
under the direction of the Selectmen, unless otherwise provided by law or by the 
vote of the town. 

Section 2. Suits and actions. The Selectmen shall have the charge and man- 
agement of all suits and actions for and against the town, except such suits and 
actions as are within the scope of the duty and authority of the Tax Collector, and 
may prosecute, defend or settle the same as they see fit, unless otherwise directed 
by vote of the town. 

Section 3. Town Counsel. The Selectmen shall act as town representatives 
and have authority as agents and officers of the town to appoint and employ a 
town counsel, who shall act as attorney and counsel for the town and the various 
officers and boards thereof and to fix his compensation. 


Section 4. Permits for highway obstructions, etc. The Selectmen may grant 
permits in writing for the obstruction of any part of the highways of the town or 
for such excavations of the same as may be needful for the purpose of erecting, re- 
pairing, altering or removing any building or for the laying of drains, water, waste 
or gas pipes, electric wiring or conduits or for any other purpose which to them 
may seem reasonable. 

Section 5. Indemnity to town. All persons receiving such permits (who 
shall be the owner of the property for whose benefit the permit is issued, jointly 
with the contractor) shall execute a written agreement to indemnify and save 
harmless the town against all damage and cost by reason of any claim for damages 
or by reason of any process, civil or criminal on account of the existence of such 
obstruction or excavation. The Selectmen may impose such conditions and limita- 
tions as they shall see fit in respect to erecting barricades, maintaining lights and 
taking other precautions for the safety of persons and property. The word person 
as used in this section shall include individuals, partnerships and corporations. 
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Section 6. Town report. The Selectmen shall cause copies of the annual 
town report to be distributed among the taxpayers of the town by mail or other- 
wise at least three days before the annual town meeting. 


Miscellaneous 


Article III. 


Section 1. Obstructing public ways. No person shall place or cause to be 
placed upon any public way any lumber, wood, stone, gravel, sand, sod, earth, 
manure or other debris and allow the same to remain for more than one hour after 
being notified to remove the same by the constable, police officer or selectman. 


Section 2. Town Dump. No person shall transport to or deposit at town 
dump any sewerage, garbage, offal, dead animal or other decomposing, foul, ill 
smelling or offensive matter. 


Section 3. Town Dump continued. No person shall start a fire or burn at 
the town dump any combustible rubbish that is or may become dangerous as a 
fire menace without the expressed consent of the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 4. Penalty. Whoever refuses or neglects to comply with Section 
1, 2 and 8 of this article shall be punished by a fine or not less than ten or more than 
twenty dollars to be collected as provided by law. 


Section 5. Town Dump continued. The Town dump shall be under the con- 
trol of the Selectmen who may from time to time adopt regulations for the dumping 
and deposit of refuse and other waste materials not inconsistent with these by- 
laws.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts of the town 
of Monterey for the period from June 19, 1949 to September 15, 1951, made in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Monterey for the period from June 19, 1949, the date of 
the previous examination, to September 15, 1951, and submit the following report 
thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several departments collecting or 
disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for collection were examined, 
checked and verified. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and checked in 
detail. The receipts, as recorded, were compared with the departmental records 
of payments to the treasurer and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the treasury. The payments were checked with the warrants approved by 
the selectmen, and the cash balance on September 15, 1951 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank and by actual 
count of the cash on hand. 

The records of payroll deductions on account of federal taxes and the county 
retirement system, as kept by the treasurer, were examined and checked. The 
deductions were listed and the payments to the Collector of Internal Revenue 
and the county retirement board were verified. 

The securities, including savings bank books, representing the investment of 
the trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals being verified. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. The amounts 
transferred to the tax title account were compared with the tax collector’s ac- 
counts and with the tax title deeds on file. 
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The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked. The 
tax accounts outstanding according to the previous audit and all subsequent 
commitments were audited and verified by comparison with the warrants issued 
by the assessors for their collection. The recorded collections were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it appears that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The appropriations are listed from the town clerk’s record of town meetings 
and the amounts voted were compared with the aggregate amount raised by the 
assessors in the determination of the 1950 and 1951 tax rates. 

The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. The recorded 
receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with the record of licenses 
issued, the payments to the state and to the town treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand on September 15, 1951 was verified by actual count. 

The surety bonds of the treasurer, town clerk, collector, and deputy collector 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of accounts receivable of the school and of the public welfare de- 
partments were analyzed. The collections, as recorded, were compared with the 
treasurer’s record of receipts and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 

The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the authorizations for 
transfers given by the selectmen and recorded in the selectmen’s ledger. 

The receipts for licenses issued by the clerk of the selectmen were checked 
with the record of licenses granted and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined and 
checked with the record of work done and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 

The librarian’s records of fines collected were checked, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on September 15, 1951 was proved 
by actual count. 

Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is appended to 
this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on Septem- 
ber 15, 1951. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash and summaries of the tax and de- 
partmental accounts, together with tables showing the transactions and condi- 
tion of the trust and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was received from all town 
officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

School Committee. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report for the Department of Public 
Schools. It is for the calendar year 1951. 


The detailed accounting of expenditures as made by the Monterey School 
Committee for the running of your schools during 1951 is a separate report. 


The instruction which your children are receiving in your local and other 
schools is up to date. The training is thorough. Drill is constant. In addition to 
the routine and regular day to day work in the various grades—your children re- 
ceive excellent instruction in Art and Music by the especially trained teachers in 
these subjects. 


In addition to all this, your children receive the full course of sixteen one-hour 
lessons in Nature Study sponsored by the Massachusetts Audubon Society and 
taught by a trained instructor from the Berkshire Museum. This course which, 
at present, costs one hundred ten dollars per year is paid for by a seventy-five 
dollar contribution from Monterey citizens and thirty-five dollars from the de- 
partment’s budget. Mention should always be made of the fine work in many 
handcrafts that is done by the pupils under the direction of the teachers in your 
schools. 


The two ‘‘Handcraft and Hobby” days for school children—sponsored by the 


Monterey Grange—were very much worthwhile and children and teachers hope 
that this educational and enjoyable project will be continued. 


The Savings in School program by which children have their own banking 
account, supervised by the Lee Savings Bank, is a program in which children 
learn the habits of thrift and the actual procedures of the bank. This banking 
program is weekly throughout the school year on a voluntary basis. Week after 
week the schools have a 100% record. Many children continue to bank in vaca- 
tions and during the summer. 


The above summation of the advantages and opportunities which your boys 
and girls are having in your schools, surely, but briefly, outlines an excellent edu- 
cational program. 

I plan to have the children see and study educational and subject matter film 
strips and films. These visual aids, in addition to the ones your children now have, 
will be much enjoyed and will greatly help learning situations. This program 
will be free to Monterey. 


HEALTH 


Miss Grace Fitch, School Nurse for Monterey from the Great Barrington 
Visiting Nurse Association, submits the following report of her conscientious 
work during the year 1951: 


“During the year 64 visits were made to the schools, and 26 home visits were 
made as problems arose. 
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Dr. Cassel, the school physician, completed the school physicals in October.. 
The defects found were: enlarged tonsils, 9; glands, 1; flat feet, 1; orthopedic de- 
formity, 1. Notices were sent to the parents. 

The hearing test was given and one child now is receiving treatment by a 
specialist. 

Dr. George made the dental examination. At the time 8 had completed their 
work and 24 needed further care. Since that time several more have completed 
their work. 

The vision test will be done early in January. Of the 9 defects found last 
January, 3 children were fitted to new glasses, 3 others had examinations and lens 
changes made, while 1 other child has regular vision check-ups following surgery. 

The children were weighed and measured last spring and again this fall.” 

The report of Miss Fitch testifies as to the thoroughness of the School De- 
partment’s Health Program, made possible to a large extent by the co-operation of 
parents.

(if any) otherwise for a term not to exceed one year and fix salary and compensa- 
tion for the same in accordance with Chapter 41, Section 4a, General Laws. 


Article 19. To see what action the Town will take regarding the hourly wage 
scale of the town workers. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue of the financial year beginning January Ist, 1953 and to issue a note 
or notes therefor for a period of not more than one year from said date and to re- 
new said note or notes as provided by Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to appoint any committee of officers 
and give them or any officer of the Town instruction, authority or indemnity 
thought best. 


Article 22. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

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NOTES AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

As the year comes to a close there are several matters which are still incom- 
plete. 

The swimming float at Lake Garfield Dam was completed except for diving 
board in time for the summer season and was enjoyed by many residents and 
visitors. The balance in the account is held over so that a diving board can be in- 
stalled for use next season. 

Work was done on some water holes under the special appropriation for that 
purpose. The Department of Conservation regards this work as very important 
and informs us that a reimbursement of $50 from State funds is available for this 
purpose. The Selectmen have applied for this. As voted at the last annual meet- 
ing, the item Water Holes is placed in the list of regular appropriations and 
appears in the budget this year. 

Many complaints have been received concerning the speed of motor vehicles 
on the Main Road, particularly in the thickly settled district of the village, re- 
sulting in numerous accidents, some of them serious, especially on the curve at the 
intersection of Main and Sandisfield Roads. The Selectmen have had a number of 
discussions with State Highway officials and have urged the replacement of the 
stop signs which the Traffic Division removed, the installation of adequate signs 
or warning devices at the curves near the home of Mrs. Keyes and at the curve 
at the corner of Main and Sandisfield Roads, and the installation of speed control 
lights at each end of the village. However, the Department of Public Works has 
not been willing to act in these matters. If the Town Meeting should vote a resolu- 
tion embodying the desires of the townspeople, it might influence the State 
officials. 

Through the cooperation cf the School Committee and the Highway Super- 
intendent, the driveway at Center School has been improved and a driveway 
constructed at Corashire School to permit the school bus to load and unload 
pupils in the school yard instead of across the highway, thus eliminating a very 
great traffic danger. 

The Caterpillar Motor Grader which was purchased as authorized by the 
Town at a cost of $8,331.78 has proved to be a versatile and useful machine and 
even more effective than expected. During the year it has returned to Machinery 
Earnings Account the sum of $1,331.01. At this rate it will pay for itself in 64 
years and prove itself to be a good investment. 

Several items have been increased in the budget to take care of rising costs. 
These increases are, however, modest. Some of the decreases in the budget deserve 
a word of explanation. The balance in the Civil Defense account is required by law 
to be carried over each year. At the close of this year the balance is $172.11, 
somewhat more than the 1952 appropriation was. Therefore an appropriation of 
only $50.00 will make a total of $222.11 in this account, which is deemed sufficient. 

Last year considerable extra money was appropriated for Dutch Elm Disease 
Control in order to take care of some trees in the Town Parks. This work has been 
done and therefore a smaller appropriation is suggested this year. 
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Last year two hundred dollars extra was appropriated for Fire Protection 
because of the need of replacing the pump in the fire truck. Not only was the 
pump replaced, but the truck motor replaced also, so the usual appropriation 
should be sufficient this year. 

The suggested appropriation for the Southeastern Berkshire Welfare Dis- 
trict is reduced $200. The initial cost of setting up the District has now been paid, 
the District is functioning very smoothly and efficiently, providing for our public 
assistance clients a social work service of a very high order, the reimbursements 
are coming from State and Federal sources, and so less money is needed. The 
account for Administration of Public Welfare is being discontinued, as the rather 
small expenses of the Board of Public Welfare can be charged to Contingent as 
are the expenses of other town officers. 

It was impossible to complete the work on Pixley Road (Route 57) under the 
Chapter 90 Construction contract this year because of the necessity of petitioning 
the County Commissioners to relocate the road and because of a delay in moving 
the poles and wires of the light and telephone companies. Therefore, the State 
has extended the contract until June, and the balance of this account has been 
held over. The Selectmen requested an increase to $10,000 in the Chapter 90 Con- 
struction contract for Pixley Road in 1958, which would make the town share 
$2,500. However, since the budget went to press, we are informed by the State 
that the contract will be for $8,000, so the town share will be $2,000 as heretofore. 

Some comment is in order concerning the special articles in the Warrant for 
the Annual Meeting. 

Article 8 involving an appropriation for building a town shed or garage 
results from instructions to the Selectmen by the last Annual Meeting. It has 
been estimated that a frame building with heat and wiring suitable for the purpose 
can be built for about $4,500, especially if some of the town trees are used for 
lumber, and a cement block building for $5,000, or a cement block building with 
electric wiring and heating system for $6,500. It is proposed that the building be 
erected on land now owned by the town on Gould Road near the dump and the 
gravel pit. . 

Article 9 proposing to pave the lower part of the driveways at Corashire 
Cemetery is inserted at the request of the Cemetery Committee. This would not 
only improve the cemetery, but would help the highway at this point. 

Article 10 proposes appropriating $300 for a snowplow for the grader. Al- 
ready this year the grader, even without a plow, has proved its worth in snow 
removal work. A plow for the grader is priced at more than $700, but this article 
was inserted when the Selectmen learned that a new plow can be had for less than 
half cost from a dealer who is closing out his snowplow line. But the plow is badly 
needed even if we had to pay full price. 

The Town has never owned the land on which the Fire House was built. 
Article 11 is inserted because it is now possible to purchase this land, and it is 
recommended that the Town do so. 

If the Town votes to sell the snow plow mentioned in Article 12, we will still 
have one spare scraper plow which could, in an emergency, be adapted for tem- 
porary use, so the Selectmen recommend the sale of the old plow. 
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Article 13 proposes to salvage the lumber heretofore wasted when trees were 
cut in operations at the dump or the gravel pit, and to salvage lumber from any 
trees which might have to be cut to make room for a building on this property. 

Article 14, providing for the election of one Selectman a year for a three year 
term is in the warrant at the request of the Republican Town Committee. All the 
other Boards and Committees of the town are on a similar basis already. 

The adoption of Article 15 abolishing the office of Town Agent would sim- 
plify our government to some extent and is recommended by the Town Counsel. 
The law provides that a town may sue or be sued and may appoint an agent 
therefor. However, the Selectmen, and in certain cases, the Treasurer or other 
officers, may or must act in such matters. Also, there is no provision of law per- 
mitting a Town Agent to accept real estate for the town even if authorized by the 
adoption of the general article this town has passed each year for many years. No 
property may be accepted as a gift by any officer or officers on behalf of the Town 
without a vote of the Town on that particular piece of property under an article 
in the warrant duly warning the people of the proposed action. Therefore the 
Town Agent has had nothing to do for many years. 

Article 16: Chapter 624 of the Acts of 1952 provides for the increase in the 
pensions of certain employees of the State and of counties or towns which accept 
the Act. The eligible State employees are not receiving the benefit of this increase, 
but it is necessary for the Town to vote to accept the Act before any eligible former 
employees of the Town may receive it. 

Article 17 includes two by-laws substantially as adopted last year but 
sufficiently revised to comply with the recommendations of the Town Counsel 
and is inserted in the warrant to correct a legal technicality. A proposed by-law 
must be stated in the Warrant for the meeting if the adoption of it is to be legal. 

The Selectmen have received a petition requesting that in all elections the 
polls be kept open until 6.30 p. m. This has been done once or twice, but the ex- 
periment did not seem to indicate that the extra time was needed. Therefore the 
Selectmen request that under Article 21 the Town instruct them in the matter. 

It is timely to discuss the matter of snow removal and to remind the voters 
and taxpayers that on the seven and a half miles of Main Road the State pays for 
‘the plowing, sending the Town a bill for half the cost. This work has to be done 
to the satisfaction of the State, and time charged for this work cannot be used 
for other purposes such as plowing driveways. 

The plowing of driveways has become a problem in view of the higher cost 
of snow removal and the fact that most of cur 51 miles of road now have to be 
plowed and people expect them to be better winter roads than ever before. 

The Town is in no way obligated to plow driveways, and in the past it has 
been done, after the roads were completed, only as a convenience to the taxpayers. 
The demands for snow removal on the roads is now so great, and the cost so high, 
that it does not seem advisable, or even possible, to continue to plow driveways 
except in cases of real emergency. 

For the people who have a snow removal problem there are at least two pri- 
vate plows in town which can be hired to plow driveways.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT WELFARE AGENT 


The Southeastern Berkshire Welfare District, comprising Monterey, Osis 
and Sandisfield, was formally organized on March 18, 1952 and the District Office 
opened on April 7, 1952 at the Otis Town Hall. The office is open five days per 
week with a full time agent in charge. The telephone number is Otis 48. 

Additional changes have taken place in our Welfare Program of the Common- 
wealth since our report of last year. Increasing pressure has been brought to bear 
on the responsibility of parents to children and children to their parents. This 
affects all categories of assistance, especially, Aid to Dependent Children. The 
Social Security Act, Title IV, Aid to Dependent Children, has been amended as 
follows: 

“A State Plan for Aid to Dependent Children must . . . (10) Effective July 
1, 1952, provide for prompt notice to appropriate law-enforcement officials of the 
furnishing of Aid to Dependent Children in respect of a child who has been de- 
serted or abandoned by a parent.” 

Children of Old Age Assistance, Disability Assistance, and General Relief 
recipients, have to be investigated periodically as to their financial status and 
liability determined if any. There has, however, been an increase in their exemp- 
tions, due to the higher cost of living. 

One of the 1952 amendments to the Social Security Act provides for an in- 
crease in the Federal participation on assistance payments. Changes made by this 
amendment subject to Federal participation as follows: 

1. For Old Age Assistance and Disability Assistance, Federal reimburse- 
ment increased $5.00 per case. 

2. For Aid to Dependent Children from $27.00 to $30.00 for the first child 
and needy relative and from $18.00 to $21.00 for each additional child. The $3.00 
extra for each eligible person on A.D.C. has also been increased to $4.50. 

Fee Schedules for Outpatient Department services, Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tions, Dental Services and Hospitalization have been increased making an in- 
crease in the cost of Medical Needs for our Assistance Program. This necessitated 
the change in our Old Age Assistance Budget from $5,500. of last year to $6,000. 
this year.

School Committee 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Monterey: 


I submit my ninth annual report covering the educational program of your 
Publie Schools for the calendar year 1952. Also, the 1953 School Budget is pre- 
sented. 

The detailed accounting of expenditures as made by the Monterey School 
Committee to carry out this program is a separate report. 

The local program of education which your children are receiving is the best 
obtainable. The instruction is thorough and up to date. This is entirely true in the 
daily classroom work and also in Art, Music and handiwork. 

In addition to this excellent program your children also receive the full course 
of sixteen one-hour-each lessons in Nature Study sponsored (and taught by a 
trained instructor) by the Massachusetts Audubon Society and the Berkshire 
Museum. This course costs Monterey only $35 because $75 is contributed by 
generous Monterey citizens so that the course will be given in Monterey. 

Your Monterey classrooms are happy ones, because your children are in rela- 
tively small groups which makes social situations, teaching and learning natural, 
rather than pressure provided. The teachers know the children as individuals and 
this alone is a very great contributing factor to each child’s success throughout his 
school years in your local schools. 

The above few paragraphs surely—must recall to your mind, if you attended 
local schools, that then, as now—you are proud of your local schools.

HEALTH 

Miss Grace Fitch, School Nurse for Monterey from the Great Barrington 
Visiting Nurse Association, submits the following report of her conscientious work 
during the year 1952: 

‘99 visits were made to the schools and 85 home visits were made concerning 
school health problems and communicable disease control. 

In October, Dr. Arthur Cassel, the School Physician completed the annual 
physical examinations. The defects found to need the attention of the parents 
were: 4 enlarged tonsils and 3 flat feet. Three mothers were present when their 
children were examined. Invitations were sent to parents of the childdren in the Ist 
and 4th grades. One child has had a tonsillectomy since the examination. 

Dr. F. W. Brown made the dental examinations in October and an increasing 
number of children were found to have received dental care. At the time of the 
examination 8 children needed dental care; 5 had appointments with their family 
dentists while 30 children’s teeth were not in need of care at that time. 
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All children have been weighed, measured and the audiometer test given. One 
child has a hearing defect. The vision test will be given to all children in January. 
Since the vision test last January, 7 children have been examined and corrections 
made by an eye specialist. 

There has been an increase in communicable diseases during the past year over 
previous years; 9 cases of measles, 1 scarlet fever, 1 mumps and 12 of whooping 
cough have been reported. 

It has been a pleasure to work in the two Monterey Schools during the past 
year with fine co-operation received from both teachers.”

The total of reimbursements in 1951 was $3,689.35; therefore, the reimburse- 
ment in 1952 was $517.15 more ($4,206.50 minus $3689.35) than in 1951. 


The total 1952 reimbursement income ($4,206.50) is twenty-nine and three- 
tenths percent of the amount you raised and appropriated ($14,361.70) for schools 
in 1952. You must conclude that your excellent present school program is costing 
you a very modest sum.

Article 1. 


Section 1. Annual Town Meeting. The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the second Monday of February in each year. 


Section 2. Notices of Meetings. All warrants for town meetings, whether 
annual or special, shall be directed to the Constable of the town and shall be 
served by posting attested copies of the same in three places in the town, namely 
in the United States Post Office, at the Town Offices and along the Main Road 
at or near the intersection of Swan Road at least seven days before the time set 
for holding such meeting. 


Section 3. Any motion to raise and/or appropriate money by issuing bonds 
or notes of the town shall be voted upon by written secret ballot. The provisions 
of this by-law shall not apply to notes issued in anticipation of revenue for the 
current year.

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NOTES AND RECOMMENDATIONS 

As you look through your Town Report you may find a number of things 
that raise questions in your mind. We shall try to anticipate those questions and 
answer them here. 

Contingent Account is one in which you will notice that expenditures exceeded 
income, yet no increase is asked for this year. The expenditures for labor, trucks, 
crane and the like were for the unusual and unforeseen expense of moving the gate 
house from where it had been placed on private property by the contractor who 
repaired the dam to a place on town property near the new town garage where it 
is conveniently located for the storage of highway department materials. 


The town garage authorized by the last Annual Meeting has been completed 
and is proving itself efficient and useful to the highway department. The $200 for 
paving Corashire Cemetery driveways is being held over tc use in 1954. The snow 
plow purchased for the grader is in use and is particularly useful on back roads 
and for crowding back the snowbanks on the main road. The plot of land on 
which the firehouse is situated was purchased, and the old snow plow was sold as 
authorized by the Town Meeting. The By-Laws voted last year have been ap- 
proved by the Attorney General, have been published, and are now in effect. 


Turning to this year’s Warrant we note that for the first time it is proposed 
(Article 4) to appropriate the Reserve Fund from Overlay Surplus instead of 
raising it. In view of the fact that our first payment on the Regional School debt 
is due this year, it is reeommended that we do this to help keep the tax rate down. 


There are several increases to be noted in the budget. Some are small in- 
creases made necessary by rising costs or increased needs, such as $100 increase 
in Bonds and Insurance, $100 in Bridges, and -$72 in Visiting Nurse appropria- 
tions. Increases requested in the Public Assistance Accounts, and in Veterans’ 
Benefits are due to increased case loads and increased costs, particularly with 
regard to medical care. A $1,000 increase is asked in Machinery and Tools, made 
necessary by increased costs and the increased use of machinery. A large item in 
this account is the purchase of steel blades for snow plows and grader. The re- 
quest for snow removal is raised from $5,000 to $6,000. Last year we ran consid- 
erably over the $5,000 appropriation and yet it was not a particularly bad snow 
season. We are now keeping open side roads that we have not had to plow before 
and spending more to keep the paved roads, especially the Main Road, in as 
nearly as possible the condition that today’s motorist expects to find it. It can- 
not be dene without increasing the appropriation. The budget includes two school 
items, Support of Schools, which is for local schools from January 1 to July 1, and 
Southern Berkshire Regional School District which will take over the school system 
on July 1. The total of the two is $18,680.92, approximately $2,000 more than was 
spent in 1953. 

The Town’s share of the first payment on Regional School capital costs is 
asked for in Article 9. Article 10 was requested by a joint meeting of the Regional 
District School Committee and the Selectmen of the towns in the district. If 
appropriated, this money will stay in Stabilization Fund until actually paid over 
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to the District, and will be paid to the District only if every town in the district is 
willing to pay its share to reduce the amount that must be borrowed by $60,000. 
‘Since the Stabilization Fund was set up to provide money for school building 
purposes and reduce the amount that might have to be borrowed, this seems a 
suitable way of using it. 

The State Census is to be taken in January, 1955, but the appropriation for 
it has to be made this year and carried over so that it can be used before the 1955 
Town Meeting. (Article 11). 

In Article 12 the cemetery department requests money for a power mower 
suitable for heavy mowing as well as lawn mowing. 

The adding machine asked for in Article 13 is requested by the Selectmen 
particularly for the use of the Treasurer, who has never had one. This town does a 
$100,000 “‘business’’ and the Treasurer certainly needs an adding machine. A 
good used machine of the type he needs can be bought for $150. 

One by one the wooden chairs get broken, and it is several years since we have 
purchased any new ones. Article 14 will provide a few more folding steel chairs. 


The Town Office and the hallway leading to it have never been painted since 
it was constructed during repairs to the school building some years ago. It is 
dirty and unsightly, and the floor is splintering for lack of treatment. The appro- 
priation requested in Article 15 will be sufficient to clean and paint it and to treat 
the floors so that it will be suitable for public use. 

The highway department has been using a rented road rake as it has proved 
to be a necessity for the work. If the Town buys the rake, the rental paid will 
apply on the purchase price, leaving the sum of $585 to be paid. Article 16 pro- 

poses to appropriate this from Machinery Earnings Account. Since there is no 
longer any use for the old grader, Article 17 is inserted to enable the Selectmen to 
sell it. 

Under Article 19 we have two more sections of the By-Laws proposed by the 
former Committee on By-Laws as revised and approved by the Town Counsel. 
The number mentioned for a quorum may be amended to suit the voters, but we 
are warned against making it too large and very strongly advised to make it a 
stated number rather than a percentage of the number of voters. The other pro- 
posed sections under Article I were ruled illegal or unsuitable for good legal rea- 
sons by the Town Counsel. 

There is some uncertainty as to whether the proposed Boating Regulations, 
upon which hearings were held during the year, may be enacted as regulations 
voted by the Board of Selectmen, or whether they must be incorporated in By- 
Laws adopted by vote of the Town. Therefore action on these has been post- 
poned until after the Annual Town Meeting. 

By law the wages of town workers are set by the Selectmen or heads of de- 
partments. Therefore action under Article 21 is by way of recommendation to the 
Selectmen and other officers. Wages for highway workers cannot be higher than 
the maximum approved by the State Department of Public Works.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT WELFARE AGENT 


The Southeastern Berkshire Welfare District has now been operating since 
April 1, 1952 with the office located in the Town Hall of Otis. Inquiries or applica- 
tions should be sent to the District Office. The new Telephone number is Colfax 
9-3511. 

The State has redistricted the areas covered by State District Offices in the 
Commonwealth. Al! of the communities formerly in the Pittsfield District, which 
included our District, have become a part of the Springfield District. The Pitts- 
field District Office has been closed. 

New legislation has been passed in 1953 pertaining to public welfare admin- 
istration. A digest of a few items which affect our local towns are as follows: 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE: 


Chapter 462, effective September 7, 1953. This provides that if 
one of our recipients is transferred into a licensed boarding or nursing 
home, or hospital in another town, it remains our responsibility for 
granting and continuing assistance until the need for such assistance 
is terminated. 

Chapter 571, effective September 28, 1953. This act permits 
guardians and conservators to apply for and receive assistance for 
applicants and recipients who because of physical or mental inca- 
pacity are unable to make application or properly to manage affairs 
while in receipt of assistance. If no relative or other interested party 
is available to qualify as guardian or conservator, the board of public 
welfare may petition for temporary guardianship or conservatorship. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN: 


Chapter 325, effective July 30, 1953 requires that payments for 
Aid to Dependent Children shall be made semi-monthly in advance. 


HOSPITAL COSTS AND FINANCES: 


Chapter 636, effective January 1, 1954. This amendment pro- 
vides for a new state division of Hospital Costs and Finances in the 
Department of Administration and an Advisory Committee of seven 
members to study the problems of hospital charges and costs. It 
places the responsibility upon the Director of the new division to de- 
termine various per diem costs and charges for care in hospitals, sana- 
toria and infirmaries, and upon the Commissioner of Administration 
to annually certify rates, etc. 


A New Medical Care Plan of the Department of Public Welfare directs 
that Medical care for recipients shall be provided by boards of public welfare in 
accordance with the Department’s standards and price ceilings. Payments for all 
items of medical care, except prescribed medications shall be made by boards of 
public welfare directly to medical vendors. Prescribed medication may be paid 
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for either directly to the vendor or the recipient. Cities and towns which fail to 
comply with the rules, regulations, and requirements of the Department’s Medi- | 
cal Care plan will be denied both State and Federal aid for assistance granted to 
recipients for medical care. 

The overall expenditure of the Welfare Program of Monterey was approxi- 
mately $1,500. less in 1953 than in 1952. This is due to a drop in case load. 

There have been no increases in the standard budget item cost schedule but 
there have been increases in the cost of medical care which explains the increase 
requested for the 1954 budget.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Monterey: 


This is my tenth annual report. It is for the year 1953. 

The 1954 Budget for the Public Schools is also contained herein as it was com- 
piled and voted by the Monterey School Committee. 

The detailed accounting of expenditures as made by the Committee for the 
1953 education of your youth is a separate report under the heading, ‘Report of 
School Committee.” 

Please permit me to quote from my report of one year ago. “The local pro- 
eram of education which your children are receiving is excellent. The instruction 
is thorough and up to date. This is entirely true in the daily classroom work and 
also in the special subjects of Music, Art and handiwork. In addition to all this, 
your children are again having the benefit of the Nature Study course, taught by 
an instructor from the Massachusetts Audubon Society and the Berkshire Mu- 
seum.”’ 

“Your Monterey classrooms are happy ones, because your children are in 
small groups which makes social, teaching and learning situations natural ones. 
Your local teachers know the children as individuals and this, alone, is a very 
great contributing factor to each individual child’s success throughout his or her 
school years in your local schools.”” End of quote. 

Your local teachers are doing—and have done—over the past many years of 
their experience—a Professional standard of teaching of which you should be 
very proud. They have always taken Professional courses (and I might add at 
their own expense) to better do their work in your classrooms for your children. 
They deserve your praises and they deserve every consideration from all parents 
and from all citizens! They have dedicated their lives to the teaching Profession! 


SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES 


Miss Grace Fitch, School Nurse for Monterey from the Great Barrington 
Visiting Nurse Association, submits her 1953 report, for your evaluation, of her 
competent services. 

“During the year 81 visits were made to the schools; 57 home visits were 
made and 169 inspections made of children in the schools. 

“At the time of the school physical examinations conducted by Dr. H. H. 
Erbe, in October, parents of children in grades 1-4-7 were invited to be present. 
Three parents were present when their children were examined. The defects found 
were enlarged tonsils 13; spine 1; posture 1; ears (excessive wax) 4; flat feet 3. 

“Forty-six children received the annual dental inspection by Dr. Frederick 
Brown. Ten children had already brought dental certificates of completion of 
work. 32 needed further care and 12 did not need care at that time. 
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“Due to absences, further testing ismecessary to complete the vision and hear- 
ing tests. Forty-five children were given the vision test and thirty-one were given 
the Maico audiometer test. This testing will be completed in January. 

“During the year the communicable diseases reported were: Scarlet Fever 2, 
Chickenpox 9, German Measles 4, Mumps 3. 

“The corrections made to date are: eyes examined and glasses prescribed or 
lenses changed 7; ears under treatment 1, chest X-ray 1 and several are receiving 
dental attention. 

“Tt has been a pleasure to work in the Monterey schools during the past year 
with the fine cooperation of both teachers.”’

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REPORT OF SOUTHERN BERKSHIRE 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


REPORT OF THE DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Southern Berkshire Regional School District was established March 2, 
1953, when the Towns of Egremont, Monterey, New Marlborough and Sheffield 
voted under the provisions of the General Laws of the Commonwealth to accept 
an Agreement covering the Organization of such a school district.

Following the election of its members in the four Member Towns, the Committee 
held an organization meeting on May 13th. Officers were elected as indicated 
above. At a subsequent meeting Mrs. Alice G. Hunter of Egremont was named 
Treasurer. 

In order to expedite the work of the Committee, several sub-committees were 
appointed, as follows: 

Finance—Doane (Chairman), Humphrey, Chapin and Ensign. 

Legal—Humphrey (Chairman), Doane and Warren. 

Selection of Architect—Williams (Chairman), Hall and Corser. 

Selection of Superintendent—Corser (Chairman), Williams and Ensign. 

Selection of Building Site—The Committee as a whole. 

Public Relations—Williams (Chairman), and Ensign. 

From the date of its organization meeting until the end of the year 1953, the 
Committee held thirty-five regular weekly meetings in the Sheffield Town Hall. 
Special meetings and sub-committee meetings have engaged members two or three 
additional evenings each week during that period. 

On July 6th, the Town of Alford voted to apply for membership in the Dis- 
trict. The four towns originally in the District have all now voted to accept an 
amendment to the Agreement providing for the admission of that town. Alford 
will elect its representative to the District School Committee at its Annual Town 
Meeting on February 8th. 

On July 30th, the Committee authorized a bond issue in the amount of 
$100,000 to cover preliminary costs in the development of a school plant, such as 
acquisition of a building site and payment of architectural and legal fees. The 
bonds were sold on November 17th, through bidding, to Tyler and Company, a 
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Boston investment firm, at a very favorable interest rate of 214 per cent. In the | 
intricate business of handling all the legal and financial details of arranging the 
sale, the Committee had the assistance of the Second National Bank of Boston 
and the law firm of Ropes, Gray, Best, Coolidge and Rugg, also of Boston. A 
second bond issue of $750,000 to complete the project is scheduled for the spring 
of 1954. 

In making its selection of a Superintendent for the District School system, 
the Committee interviewed and corresponded with nine candidates for the posi- 
tion. The fact that Mr. John Somes, now Superintendent of the Sheffield and New 
Marlborough schools, is very familiar with all the aspects of education in this 
area, in addition to his other qualifications, made him the final choice of the Com- 
mittee. We feel confident that he will serve the schools, the pupils and the Dis- 
trict community in admirable fashion. 

Prior to the Committee’s final selection of an architect, nine of the leading 
architectural firms in the east were interviewed. Visits were made to school 
buildings which had been planned by them within the past ten years. Eventually 
the choice was made of Mr. Warren H. Ashley of West Hartford, Conn. Mr. Ash- 
ley has a great many fine school buildings to his credit throughout New England 
and New York. He is now at work on the plans for our Junior-Senior High School 
with additional space for some of the District’s 5th and 6th grade pupils. 

The problem of selecting a site for the building and the many activities con- 
nected with the operation of such a school plant was not an easy one. By the terms 
of the Agreement, the building is to be located in the Town of Sheffield. A dozen 
or more suggested sites were inspected; some of them being studied several times 
by the Committee and the architect. Features such as availability; approach by 
bus routes; space for playgrounds, athletic fields, parking areas and possible 
future needs; drainage; hazards; cost cf site development and other points had 
to be considered. The choice had to meet the approval of the Massachusetts School 
Building Assistance Commission, which body will meet about 45 per cent of the 
cost of the building project. It was finally decided to purchase the Straleau farm 
on the Berkshire School Road as best meeting all considerations. This land lies 
one mile west of the Sheffield Library corner, with Mt. Everett and other high 
hills not far to the west. It is admirably suited to all the projected activities to 
be centered around the school plant, with ample space for any possible future 
needs. 

The Committee will take over the operation of all the public schools in the 
District on July 1, 1954 and Superintendent Somes will officially take office at 
that time. Present buildings and facilities will be used for the schcol year 1954-55 
without change. It is expected that the new building will be ready for use in the 
fall of 1955. 

The Treasurer’s Report and a Budget for Operating Costs during the period 
July 1 to December 31, 1954, appears with this report. 

The members of the Committee take this opportunity to express their appre- 
ciation of the cooperation given them by officials and citizens of the Member 
Towns. ¢

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and accounts of the 
town of Monterey for the period from September 16, 1951 to October 17, 1958, 
made in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is 
in the form of a report made to me by Mr. William Schwartz, Assistant Director 
of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts of the 
town of Monterey for the period from September 16, 1951, the date of the pre- 
vious examination, to October 17, 1953, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the several depart- 
ments receiving or disbursing town funds or sending out bills for collection, were 
examined, checked and verified. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were compared with the records of the departments col- 
lecting money for the town and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s war- 
rants, the cash book footings were verified, and the cash balance on October 17, 
1953, was proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished 
by the depository and by actual count of the cash in the office. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined and 
listed, the income being proved and the withdrawals being verified by compari- 
son with the treasurer’s record of receipts. 

The records of payroll deductions for federal taxes and the county retire- 
ment system were examined and checked. The deductions were listed, the pay- 
ments to the proper agencies were verified, and the balances in the general treas- 
ury on October 17, 1953 were listed and proved., 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were examined, listed, and checked 
with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and checked in 
detail. The tax and motor vehicle and trailer excise accounts outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists, 
were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The collections, as re- 
corded, were checked with the commitment lists, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, the recorded abatements were checked with the assessors’ record 
of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and 
the cash on hand on October 17, 1953 was.verified by actual count., 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a num- 
ber of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
and from the replies received it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The appropriations voted by the town meetings were listed from the records 
of the town clerk and compared with the aggregate amounts raised by the asses- 
sors in the computation of the tax rates for 1952 and 1953. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked. The 
receipts from dog and sporting licenses were checked with the records of licenses 
issued, the payments to the town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game were verified, and the cash on hand on October 17, 1953, was proved by 
actual count. | 


The surety bonds of the several officials required to furnish them for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the board of selectmen were 
examined and checked, the payments to the treasurer being verified. 


The receipts from court fines, as recorded, were proved with the records of 
the district court. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were compared with the record of work performed, 
the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on October | 
17, 1953, was proved by actual count. 

The librarian’s records of fines collected were checked, the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on October 17, 1953, was proved 
by actual count. 

The transfers from the reserve fund were listed from the authorizations for 
transfers given by the selectmen and compared with the entries in the select- 
men’s appropriation ledger. 

The records of accounts receivable for aid to dependent children, old age 
assistance, and veterans’ services were examined. The charges were listed, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 
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The records of federal grants received on account of aid to dependent chil- 
dren and old age assistance were examined and checked, and the amounts paid 
to the town were verified. 


General ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is ap- 
pended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on October 17, 1953. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, summaries 
of the tax, excise, tax title, and departmental accounts, as well as schedules show- 
ing the transactions and condition of the trust and investment funds. 

While engaged in making the audit cooperation was received from the 
several town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish 
to express appreciation.

BY-LAWS 
Article 1 


Section 1. Annual Town Meeting. The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the second Monday of February in each year. 


Section 2. Notices of Meetings. All warrants for town meetings, whether 
annual or special, shall be directed to the Constable of the town and shall be 
served by posting attested copies of the same in three places in the town, namely 
in the United States Post Office, at the Town Offices, and along the Main Road 
at or near the intersection of Swan Road at least seven days before the time set for 
holding such meeting. 


Section 3. Any motion to raise and/or appropriate money by issuing bonds 
or notes of the town shall be voted upon by written secret ballot. The provisions 
of this by-law shall not apply to notes issued in anticipation of revenue for the 
current year. 


Section 4. Motion to Reconsider. The Moderator shall permit only one mo- 
tion to reconsider a vote of the town taken at the same meeting. Any subsequent 
motion for the reconsideration of the same vote shall not be received. 


Section 5. Quorum. The number of voters necessary to constitute a quorum 
at any regular or special town meeting called for any purpose other than balloting 
for candidates for public office shall be fifteen.

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NOTES AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Some things which are not covered by a dollar and cents report have come up 
during the past year, as usual. 

At our water front, at the dam on Lake Garfield, the townspeople may enjoy 
swimming and watching our children play as well as learn to swim. Barrels, painted 
green and lettered ‘“Rubbish” in orange were placed on the roadside, so our lake 
park could be kept clean. Also a sign ‘Dogs not allowed on the beach.” With once 
a week policing, the area has looked very inviting to all who pass by. As to the 
parking of cars, that still remains a problem. 

At this time we wish to thank all who were interested and donated toward 
the projects at the lake. 

The first project was to build steps down to the water’s edge. This work was 
done by Raymond Tryon and construction was of welded steel risers with 214 inch 
wood treads fourteen feet long. 

The second project, started last year, but too late to be finished, is a boat 
dock, where boats may be tied up instead of being pulled up on the sandy beach 
where the children are playing. The material for this project is all bought. 

Should you be passing this area on a hot afternoon in July or August you 
would often see thirty or forty adults and children enjoying the waters of our 
beautiful Lake Garfield. 

Last summer we received notice that Lake Garfield was one of the lakes 
selected by the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game, to be ‘“Poisoned,”’ 
destroying all existing fish and restocking with trout only. 

The selectmen called a meeting of townspeople and summer residents and, 
after discussion, a committee was appointed to work with the Selectmen to see 
what could be done to keep the lake a natural pan and sport fishing lake. 

Several meetings were held and letters exchanged, and on Sept. 21, 1954 
Mr. Clarence C. Kinne, Mr. W. M. Parker, and Mr. Ernest Bennett went to 
Boston and met in the office of the Director of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game with Mr. Robert H. Johnson, the Director and members of 
his staff, including Mass. Fisheries Biologist, Mr. Tompkins. Also present at the 
meeting, but only as an observer, was Thomas K. Chamberlain, lately Research 
Fishery Biologist, U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, who wrote the report. 

In view of the opposition by Monterey residents to the “Poisoning” plan an 
alternative plan, which would materially reduce the population of blue-gill sunfish 
was proposed, which would improve fishing for more desirable species. 

This met with the approval of the committee, and cooperation of sportsmen 
in the area was assured in the project. 

The Director assured the committee no further steps would be taken without 
consulting the people of Monterey. 

At the east end of Lake Garfield, on Route 23 leading from Otis to Monterey, 
a vista has been cut looking west on the property of David McAllister, better 
known as the Keyes property, to give parties driving over the highway a view of 
the lake. A balance reserved from the assets of the Monterey Cooperative League, 
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when it was disbanded, and a donation from Robert K. Wheeler of Great Barring- 
ton made possible this project. 

We at this time wish to thank Mrs. Minnie Keyes and Mr. and Mrs. David 
MeAllister for their splendid cooperation in this work. Signs have been painted 
for the vistas and will be placed in the spring. 

As a truck loaded with sand passed over the Curtis bridge it collapsed and 
one corner dropped about 8 inches. The bridge was barred off and a detour had to 
be made over the Lovers Lane Road. 

This bridge is used for all Gould Farm traffic and to the Town dump, gravel 
bed and Town Machinery shed. 

After some discussion we decided to repair at once, but petitioned the County 
Commissioners for help, which was granted. 

At our annual County Commissioners meeting we asked to apply our share of 
Chapter 90 Highway Construction to rebuilding the Curtis bridge, instead of on 
Route 57, the bridge to be built with town labor. Permission was granted, with 
shares as follows: Town $2000, County $5000, State $13,000. Total $20,000. 

We also asked at this meeting about the widening, straightening and taking 
over by the State of Route 23. We were told that it is included in their five year 
plan for highways and that an aerial survey has been made. 

We are deeply in need of a new fire truck. As you read the report of the 
Fire Chief you will see what our needs are. 

We have a fine young group of firemen, members of the Monterey Fire De- 
partment, who drop their work or their rest at the call of the siren and rush to the . 
protection of our property, also repair and service the equipment, all without 
recompense. Let us support their needs. It is their future as well as our present 
we must look to.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR NEW FIRE APPARATUS 
Appointed by the Fire Dept. 


As we all know the present fire truck has attained a ripe old age of sixteen 
years. It has been a great aid in fighting fires in the past but the last few years it 
has been very unreliable. Several times other towns’ apparatus has been called in 
to help us because our truck has failed when it was greatly needed. 

We have written the New England Fire Insurance Rating Association and 
have obtained all requirements for an approved, or Class A, fire apparatus. 

Buying a Class A fire truck will reduce the insurance rates within three miles 
of the fire house. (Example—1 year insurance on residential buildings is $4.50 per 
thousand, with a new class A truck the rate will be $3.50 per M.) also on property 
subject to farm rates, there would be a credit of 5%. According to the Rating 
Association, Monterey is considered unprotected. 

A completely equipped fire apparatus, ready to fight fire will cost approxi- 
mately $10,000 and the old piece. 
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FIRE JEEP REPORT 


As almost everyone knows, a jeep was purchased for the Fire Dept. through 
the generous contributions of our taxpayers. 

A total of $577.00 was collected. The Jeep was purchased from Dodd’s 
Garage, in Winsted, Conn. (at a generous discount) cost $395.00. The balance of 
this money partly paid for a two-way radio, which will communicate with the 
State Fire Towers and all surrounding towns, and its installation costs. 

Many of the members of the Fire Dept. donated time and materials and 
converted the Jeep to an auxiliary fire truck. On this Jeep is carried one portable 
pump, 650 ft. of 124 inch hose and several adapters, two raincoats, hats and boots, 
four Indian Pump cans, 20 feet of suction hose for pump, one large electric lan- 
tern, one 214 CO extinguisher, one pike head fire axe and one two-way radio. 


We feel that this Jeep will prove itself useful at forest fires, grass fires and as 
auxiliary pump at house fires. 

In behalf of the Fire Dept. I wish to extend our thanks to all those who were 
able to contribute toward this vehicle and equipment.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The annual report of the Department of Public Welfare, for the year 1954, 
is herewith submitted. 


A brief summary of the more important laws affecting public welfare are as 
follows: 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


Chapter 521 provides for payment of Old Age Assistance to persons cared 
for in certain charitable homes for the aged after it is determined that the deposit 
for that recipient is exhausetd. 


Chapter 340, amends Chapter 118A, section 10, to include boards of Public 
Welfare among those to whom notice is sent of public hearings relative to rules 
and regulations for Old Age Assistance. This act became effective on July 25, 1954. 


Chapter 525 amends the last paragraph of Chapter 118A whereby the owner 
or director of a nursing home shall have the right to appeal to the Commissioner of 
Public Welfare for an increase in the amount of assistance allowed to a person 
resident, who is in need of extraordinary care, if such person, upon the written 
statement of registered physician, is incapable of making such an appeal in his 
own behalf. 

GENERAL RELIEF 


Chapter 394 amends Chapter 117, and provides that Boards of Public Welfare 
give written notice within one month to the Department of Public Welfare of 
assistance to any person who has no settlement in the Commonwealth. 


UNIFORM ENFORCEMENT OF SUPPORT 


Chapter 556 amends Chapter 273A to provide the transfer of jurisdiction of 
non-support cases from the Probate Court to the District Courts. In order to 
combat the problem of procuring support from persons outside a state, the Council 
of State Governments recommended adoption of Uniform Enforcement Support 
Legislation. This law with some variation has been enacted in every state and 
territory except Nevada. 7 


Even though the general economic conditions of many towns in Berkshire 
County were generally poorer during 1954, and usually the cost of welfare in- 
creases, our town shows a slight decrease of $356.02 on the over-all cost of the 
program. During the year, the department aided a total of eleven cases, processed 
three new applications but added only one. One case expired and one closed. The 
ease load as of December 31st consists of as follows: 


Old Age Assistance 8 
Disability Assistance 0 
‘Aid to Dependent Children 0 
General Relief 1 


For those who may be interested in some of the duties of the department, we 
may add that each new case means, roughly, one or more visits, checks on banks, 
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relatives, insurance, property ownership, property insurance, Social Security, as 
well as countless collateral visits. In addition to the processing of applications, 
the agent is required to make home visits regularly and some families have prob- 
lems requiring extra visits, conferences with doctors, trips to hospitals, etc. 

The agent is required to attend Board meetings, to meet with other agents 
for instruction and an exchange of ideas, to be available for interviews with the 
State Staff, the Field Auditor, State and Federal Auditors, Local Boards of Health 
and Education. Occasionally, there are consultations with legal counsel; for the 
settlement of estates and recoveries of assistance. There are always emergencies 
to be met such as procuring medical attention or transportation to a hospital. 
The aim of the District is to establish in each community the feeling that the 
Agent is available to each of its recipients of Public Assistance, and to give of her 
time and experience so that the requirements of the laws are met.

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REPORT OF SOUTHERN BERKSHIRE 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


The year 1954 saw a continuation of the many activities already in progress 
toward the realization of a new school building for the District and the beginning 
of the actual operation of the schools in the member towns under the supervision 
and administration of the District School Committee. Before considering the 
many items in greater detail, the committee and its organization will be given.

Following the annual elections held in the various member towns an organi- ' 
zational meeting was held on March 11, 1954. As indicated above, Mr. Conklin 
was elected as Chairman, Mr. Humphrey as Vice-Chairman, Mr. Ensign was 
appointed as Secretary and Mrs. Alice G. Hunter of Egremont as District Treas- 
urer. 

The sub-committees for the year have been as follows: 


Finance—Doane (Chairman), Humphrey, Chapin, Ensign. 
Legal—Hymphrey (Chairman), Doane, and Warren. 
Public Relations-—Williams (Chairman), and Ensign. 
Salary Schedule—Humphrey (Chairman), and Pederson. 


During the year, 52 regular meetings were held totaling 165 hours of actual 
conference work. In addition to this, there were numerous special meetings and 
sub-committee meetings. It was also necessary for representative members of the 
committee to take a considerable number of trips. Visitations were made to a 
number of schools. A special conference was arranged for and attended at the 
Fitchburg Teachers’ College in connection with the shop, equipment, and courses. 
An appreciable number of trips to Boston were required for meetings with officials 
of the Second National Bank, bonding attorneys, John E. Marshall, Administrator 
for the School Building Assistance Commission, and members of his staff; with 
officials of the State Department of Education, Division of Accounts and Emer- 
gency Finance, as well as to attend hearings on bills before the Legislature.” 
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In general, the activities centered around two major undertakings: (1) the 
building of the new regional school; (2) the preparation for and the taking over of 
the actual operation of the schools in the member towns of the District. 

The Straleau property and an adjoining piece of property owned by Mr. 
Cosgriff were purchased. These pieces of property were acquired by a “Friendly 
Taking’ under the Eminent Domain provisions of the law. The reason for this 
action is that this procedure insures that the title will be free of all legal claims. 
The “friendly taking’ provided for an agreement on the price to be paid prior to 
the actual “taking.” 

As soon as the property was acquired, a ground survey was taken, not only 
to determine the boundaries but also to obtain the topographical information 
needed by the architect and engineers in planning for and laying out the building 
on the site. An aerial survey was made to assist in this process. 

The first tentative plans for the new building were shown to the committee on 
January 28, 1954 by Architect Warren H. Ashley. These first plans were laid out 
in “campus style,” and provided for several separate buildings. As the result of 
many conferences, suggestions, and revisions the preliminary plans which have 
been displayed in the towns of the District and published in the ‘‘Eagle’’ were 
finally approved and adopted on May 13th. 

There then followed the time consuming task of drawing the final working 
drawings and making up the specifications preparatory to calling for bids. This 
work was finally completed on August 24th and accepted by the Committee. The 
architect was immediately authorized to advertise for bids. Final plans and speci- 
fications were approved by the School Building Assistance Commission on Sep- 
tember 23rd and bids were opened on September 30th. 

On October 4th a contract in the amount of $769,309.61 was signed with 
George E. Emerson of Pittsfield for the construction of the new school building. 
The first ground was broken on the following day. 

As of this writing the footings and foundations are practically completed, 
much of the storm drains are in, a large portion of the below-grade plumbing is 
installed in both the shop and main building, some of the structural steel is on the 
job, and erection of this will soon start. 

The name “Mount Everett Regional School’ and the school colors, “Blue 
and Gold” were adopted following the popular choice by the pupils of the District 
as determined in a contest open to all above the 3rd grade. 

After conferring with several well-drilling contractors, a contract with Louis 
Allyn & Sons of Canaan, Connecticut was signed on October 7th providing for 
the sinking of an eight-inch hole. At a depth of approximately 210 feet, an unusu- 
ally large vein of water was struck. The engineers in designing the building esti- 
mated a well which would deliver 20 gallons of water per minute would be ade- 
quate. Mr. Allyn estimated after several days of pumping that the well might 
supply as much as 100 gallons per minute and would guarantee 45 gallons per 
minute. A 45 gallon a minute pump is being specified. Total cost of drilling, 
$1,154.25. 
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While attending to the innumerable details and decisions necessary to the 
planning for and building of the new school, preparations had to be made for the 
operation of the schools of the District, the responsibility for this being assumed 
by the District Committee on July Ist. The necessary details seemed endless. 

One of the most important duties was the selection and appointment of the 
personnel. The personnel includes the principals, supervisors—of which there are 
now six, teachers, janitors, lunchroom managers and help, supervisors of atten- 
dance—one for each town, three school physicians, substitute and special teachers. 
Before these appointments could be made, salaries and salary schedules had to be 
determined and adopted. Sick-leave regulations drawn up and approved, pay for 
substitute teachers, home instruction, physicians, supervisors of attendance, 
lunchroom managers and help, and janitors decided upon. Contract forms had to 
be formulated and agreed upon. 

The location and number of necessary bus routes had to be determined, in- 
cluding nine secondary routes. Bids had to be called for, and contracts let. New 
contract forms were needed. Several contracts were transferred. 

Provision had to be made for liability insurance.on all school property in the 
District, Workmen’s compensation established, County retirement system ac- 
cepted, and builders’ risk insurance placed on the new building. 

Vote of the local school committees and approval of the State Department of 
Education for withdrawal of the five towns from the respective superintendency 
unions had to be secured. ; 

Fuel requirements had to be determined, bids obtained and contracts let. 
Agreement for the use of Memorial Hall secured, a school calendar adopted. 
Courses in conservation and natural science, handwriting, driver education were 
authorized. Tuition rates were fixed. A contract for cleaning and servicing the 
furnaces and oil burners in the various buildings had to be drawn up and signed. 

The customary summer repairs on the school buildings were decided upon. 
Overcrowding necessitated remodeling at the South Egremont School to provide 
another classroom. 

A sub-committee drew up and submitted for the approval of the committee 
several bills to be presented to the Legislature during 1955. These have been in- 
troduced by Representative Curtiss. 

The foregoing gives some indication of the many problems with which the 
committee has had to struggle and to solve while attending to the endless details 
connected with the building program. 

Following is a financial report as issued by the District Treasurer, a summary 
of capital and operating expenditures, and a report of the hot-lunch program for 
1954. 

Budgets for operation, transportation, and payments on the bond and interest 
payments due in 1955 are presented.
